His 
breakfast and dinner yesterday consisted 
of four rolls. The boy admits that he was 
never hired to work on the cars. He was 
in a sad plight yesterday afternoon when 
Daniel F. Carey, the well known horse 
clipper of Church street heard his story. 
Mr. Carey taking pity on the lad gave him 
some old clothes, food and a night's lodg- 
ing. 
The boy is now waiting for a chance 


to get home. His two companions are 
content with their lot and are willing to 
follow the show.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—Georgo Childs' 


illness ended in his death at 3.01 this 
morning. At midnight Ma physicians 
Issued a bulletin, stating that his respira- 
tion, which became embarrassed at 10 p. 
m., was steadily growing worse; that his 
pulee was lagging, and his condition was 
beyond hope. After midnight the patient 
sank rapidly, aud it soon became certain 
that the end was very near. 


At tbe bedside when the beloved jour- 


nalist and philanthropist passed nwny 
were Georgo C. Thomas and James W. 
Paul of the firm of Drexel A.- Co.; Mr. aud 
Mrs. John Drexel; Mlsa Peterson, niece 
of Mrs. Chiids; Miss Stanley, companion 
to Mrs. Childs, and Colonel Edward Do 
Morrefl. 


Mr. Childs was not conscious from 10 


o'clock, at which hour the final change 
became noticeable, up to the time of his 
death 


He faded gradually away, his respira- 


tion and pulse becoming fainter as the 
minutes slipped away, until they ceased 
altogether, and Dr. Loidy, who held tho 
Aying man's w rist, announced that all 
was over and Mr. Childs was no more.

George AY. Childs gave hia money away 


in the most practical and the most im- 
practical fashion. He pensioned all who 
wore out in his service, which was very 
practical. He would subscribe to put a 
stained glass window in a church in mem- 
ory of a poet who had been dead two 
centuries, though an ocenn rolled be- 
tween that church aud Mr. Childs' busi- 
ness office. This was Tery impractical. 
The truth is that Mr. Childs' charities 
were so numerous and erifbraced so wide 
s range that they touched tho extremi- 
ties. 


George William Childa was horn in Bal- 


timore in 1829. The practical part of his 
makeup was born with him. When ho 
was 13 years of age he spent a summer 
ucation as errand boy in a hook stove at 
, ^alary or 83 a week and enjoyed It. Soon 
after he removed to Philadelphia and en- 
tered a store, doubtless as a mixture of 
clerk and errand boy. 


When he became of age ho went 


into business with Mr. Peterson under 
the firm name of B. E. Peterson & Co. 
The only interval in his business career 
was 15 months in the United States n»vy 
when he was 18, but he couldn't abide the 
navy. 


One of the first successful books pub- 


lished b^ Peterson & Childs waa Dr. 
Kane's "Arctic Explorations." Then tho 
firm got out Parson Brownlow's book, 
selling 50,000 copies in advance. This was 
another remarkable success, which was 
followed by others not far behind. 


In 18M Mr. Childs purchased The Pub- 


lic Ledger. The war, by greatly increaS' 
ing the cost of labor and material, chiefly 
white paper, had made it impossible to 
continue, save at a IOBB, the publication 
of The Ledger as a penny paper. It had 
been hold at a cent ever since it was 
started io 1S36, and Messrs. Swain & 
Ahell, then the proprietors, thought they 
had lost over 8100,000 by keeping the-rate 
at 61-4 cents a week, were averse to a 
change. 


Bnllt Up tlio I.ede;er. 


Mr. Childs had good business judg- 


ment, but it required something more 
than judgment to pay $150,000 for a piece 
of property losing-that amount annually 
—it required pluck. The oT?ner at the end 
of the first week doubled the price and 
advanced the advertising rate. 
There 


was a considerable falling off of adver- 
tisements, but the paper had become a 
medium of communication between em- 
ployers and employed, between 
buyers 


and sellers, landlords and tenants, be- 
reaved families and their friends, and 
the first loss of patronage was soon re- 
gained, and from then till now The 
Ledger has grown in prosperity. It paid 
Mr. Cillds at the time of his death more 
than &000 a day clear profit. 


Of Mr. Childs' charities, even those 


which are known are too numerous 
to 
catalogue. 
But 
doubtless 
the 


unknown 
charities 
surpassed those 


which were manifest. 
He gave away a 


fortune every year. 
One who once saw a 


private record ol his charities has saic 
that, though the period covered was only 
one monvh. the total given was $28,000. 


Mr. ChUds' prhato sanctum in the 


Philadelphia Ledger office was at once a 
reception room and a gathering place for 
corios and objects of art from every part 
of the globe. The walls are almost en 
tirely covered with the portraits of tho 
editor's friends, while the cabinets anc 
tables are loaded with relics.

Vn gold, has a look of his hair iu the back 
Bf the locket under glass. Tom Moore's 
college gown hangs on a chair, a faded, 
rusty garment in which it is said the poet 
graduated, and his harp, 18 inches in 
height, painted green and gilded, stands 
under a glass cover on the table.

NEW 
YORK, Feb. 3. — The steamor 


Wordsworth, from Rio de Janeiro and 
Pernambnco, brought parts of tho crews 
of tho Brazilian cruisers America and 
Nictheroy. From the former there were 
42 officers and men and fiom tho l&tter 
five men. No complaint was heard from 
them against their treatment by the Bra- 
zilian government.

they declare, treated them at times almost 
inhumanly. James Oxford, a seaman, 
hailing from Bangor, Mo., declared that 
the food offered was repulsive.

An 
income tax has been systematically im- 
posed and collected in England, France 
and Germany for years. Are the rich ot 
the United States so much more unscru- 
pulous that it cannot bo done here? Is 
our form of government so much more 
plutocratic that it would bo contrary to 
its spirit to enact it?

upon the method of brewing. 
Freshly 


boiled water poured quickly upon the 
leaves, covered tightly and allowed to stnnd 
in a hot place (but never where it can boil) 
for five minutes fa the accepted time for 
perfect tea making. Cream should not be 
served with tea, a slice of lemon in the cup, 
tind either with or without sugar ns pre- 
ferred, represents the correct fashion. 


Cocoanut Cakes. 


Grate 3 ounces of cocoanut, and let it dry 


for a day or two; spread out on paper. Beat 
the whites of 3 eg?s to snow and stir in 
one-quarter pound of fine sugar and the co- 
coanut, and with a teaspoon or a forcing 
pipe drop the cakes onto a sheet of white 
paper plK&d on an oven tin.

, Feb. 3.—A fresh impulsa 


has been given to business this vs-eek by 
the success of the treasury in. obtaining 
gold for its reserve, thus strengthening 
confidence in its ability to maintain gold 
payments. 
Gradual 
improvement in 


business explains the appearance oi mora 
commercial paper in the market this 
week than has been seen for a long time, 
though as yet the vast accumulation o! 
Idle funds is proof enough that trade has 
by no means regained normal propor- 
tions. 


Industrial recovery continues, though 


it is but gradual, in response to the de- 


• mandofa people whose consumption at 
'its lowest is greater than that of any 
other country, and more mills are now at 
work. 


Stocks have been stronger since the re- 


sult as to the bonds were foreshadowed. 
Other speculative markets have ieen al- 
most stagnant. 


Wheat has advanced about half a cent, 


because western reports were only 1,448,- 
404 bushels for the week, agaiust 2,893,000 
labt year, though there are no signs of ma- 
terial decrease in the enormous visible 
supply, and Atlantic exports dwindled 
to 413,990 bushels for the week, against 
1,404,471 last year. 


Smaller receipts and exports of corn 


have not prevented a slight decline, and 
pork products are dull without important 
change. 


Cotton and Wool. 


Cotton advanced a shade, but closed 


•without change L%m last week, receipts 
from 
plantations still exceeding last 


year's, though less than of late, while ex- 
ports continue larger than a year ago. 
Foreign consumption is heavy, but Ameri- 
can mills are taking much less than a 
year ago. The market for cotton goods 
has a better tone and more staples havo 
been taken, particularly print cloths, with 
a slight advance in price, but all qualities 
are extremely low, and scarcely any in- 
crease in the working force is seen. 


Some demoralization is again reported 


in prices of woolens, friezes having been 
reduced in price and trade in overcoatings 
is not satisfactory. There is more activity 
in suitings since the date for new duties 
was deferred, but not many lines of the 
better grades are yet on the market. 
Sales of wool are still small; for the week, 
4,505,700 pounds against 8,178,000 last 
year 


Eastern trade in boots and shoes still 


hesitates, with Boston shipments 23 per 
cent below last year's, but western fac- 
tories are reported a little better em- 
ployed, about 15 per cent below the full 
capacity. 


Larger demand for structural iron and 


steel for railway materials, except rails; 
for barbed iron, and especially for wire 
nails and wire rods, gives a better look to 
the iron industry both east and west.

The report that there was another out- 
break brought a squad of officers out, but 
before they arrived the crowd of rioters 
dispersed. 


The strikers deny that it was any of 


their number who fired the shots through 
the car windows.

PRINCE IS MISSING. 


A Sensation Which ITumlslies Ample Ma- 


terial For Berlin Gossips. 


BERLIN, Feb. 8.—Military and social cir- 


cles here are discussing a sensation 
which has been caused by the complete 
disappearance'of Prince Assiz Hassam, a 
young 
Egyptian nobleman 
who was 


sen-ing in the First Dragoons in the garri- 
son in this city. 


Prince Hassam has been living in a very 


extravagant style, employing a number 
of servants and having a number of 
horses and carriages. At the opera, the 
theater and at several clubs the young 
Egyptian prince was remarked for his 
stylish appearance and extreme liberality. 
On the race courses, also, Prince Assiz 
Hassam was a prominent figure, as he 
was a heavy bettor and an unfortunate 
backer of fast steeds. 


Then the prince turned to the usurers 


and began borrowing money. The usurers 
accommodated him for a while, but when 
his debts amounted to $75,000 they re- 
fused to advance any more money. A 
few days ago the effects of the Egyotian 
"Plunger" were seized and the matter 
was brought to the attention of the 
colonel of his regiment, who gave him 20 
days in which to make some satisfactory 
arrangement with his creditors. 


Apparently Prince Hassam was unable 


to come to terms, for he has vanished 
from the sight of all of his acquaintances, 
and the most diligent search has failed to 
find any trace of him.

terday afternoon, » hen to the surprise of 
every one the jury brought in a verdict of 
guilty of rouider in the first degree. 


AH of the afternoon was taken up with 


the argument of Attorney General Pow- 
ers This was the second murder case in 
which Powers has figured since he has 
been attorney general. County Attorney 
True conducted tho cross-examination, 
and has worked niftht and day to secure 
the verdict which was returned. 


Attorney General Powers finished his 


argument about 4.30 o'clock, and Judge 
Bonney began his charge to tho jury. 
The charge was very brief, the judge sim- 
ply instructing the jury us to their duties, 
aud at 4-43 gave them the case and sent 
them out. During the absence of the 
jury, the courtroom remained crowded. 
Theie was a general JJieling that a ver- 
dict of acquittal would be obtained inside 
of an hour, though some thought that the 
jury would disagree. 


At 0.15 tha jury returned. A hush fell 


upon the audience. Prawda turned ashy 
pale and clasped and unclasped his hands 
nervously. His wife almost screamed. 
The foreman of the jury formally an- 
nounced that the jury found the prisoner 
guilty of murder in the first degree. 
Prawda fell back in his chair motionless. 
His wife fainted and all the spectators 
were greatly excited. Counsel for the 
defense stated that he should file excep- 
tions and enter a motion for anew trial. 


Evidence Circumstantial. 


The state's evidence was entirely circum- 


stantial. On the night of Nov. 2S Prawda 
was about his house in Yarmouth. The 
house was occupied by himself and 
mother-in-law, Mrs. Meyers. 
About 8 


o'clock on the eventful night, Mrs. Mey- 
ers was shot through the head by a bul- 
let, iiied through a window. This bullet 
was found, and it was shown that the 
person who fired the shot must have 
stood within 20 yards of the window. 
Prawda told several neighbors that his 
mother-iu-law had been killed by an ex- 
plosion of a lamp. Ho told newspaper 
men and others many different stories. 
He did not own a gun, but a neighbor 
named Moxcey had one stolen from him 
two years ago, and the fatal bullet was of 
the same caliber. This was all the evi- 
dence of the state. 


Sentence was not passed, but will be 


imposed later. 


CHRISTIANS EXECUTED

Christians, who were sentenced to death 
for various crimes in the island of Crete, 
has incensed the Christians of the island 
against the governor.

is increased by the tact that several Mus- 
sulmen who were convicted of capital 
charges have been reprieved. 


Two Mussulmen were found hanging 


to trees near Seline recently, aud It is 
thought that they were executed by 
Christians enraged at the treatment ac- 
corded to their comrades. The lynching 
of these two men led to the wholesale ar- 
rests and the fanaticism of the sects has 
been aroused. All the foreign consuls in 
Canea, except the Russian representative, 
have protested against the execution of 
the Christians.

Warren Hodge?, and there was also with 
me my dear son Humphrey, who 17 years 
later wat killed, lieutenant of the Ruby, 
at the gallant capture of the French rug- 
ate La Prudeute off Gonaive. At the time 
of which. I speak he was BO more than IS, 
yet he was so biave and determined a lad 
and so good a kenruan that with him and 
Warren Hodges I thought to makeshift to 
do my business and to manage rny rabble 
in the forecastle. 


It w as on the 21st of the month that we 


weighed anchor nnd dropped down tho riv- 
er with tha tide and with a pleasant breeze 
from the northeast. There being then a 
convoy coming down channel and bound 
for Jamaica, I lay to all the 22d and 23d 
to the southward of St. Ulary's, aud early 
on the morning or the 24th I sighted the1 
king's frigate Rainbow, which, with the 
Qosport and Biddefovd, had uuder her 
charge not fewer than 60 sail of merchnut- 
jscen. To my chagrin, tho captain of the 
Rainbow, a young buck who, I make 110 
doubt, was more at home in St. James 
park than on his own quarter deck, and 
who was scented like a Trench dancing 
master, pressed nine of my best men. Yet, 
there being then many Spanish frigates 
and ships of the line off our coast, I could 
not disdain the company o£ the king's 
ships and was forced to bear with it, even 
though it cost me so dear. 


With them I sailed until Feb. 9, when, 


being as nearly as I could reckon in longi- 
tude 40 degrees west and latitude 27 de- 
grees SO minutes south—.for, by cause of 
the foul weather, we had taken no obser- 
vation for two days—a stonu scattered the 
fleet, aud we, with only three of the mer- 
chantmen still iu sight, were driven by the 
force of the^ale to the southward. 


Tha storm abated somewhat on the llth, 


and we were enabled to boar up again for 
Jamaica, but nay men, having now no fear 
of the king's ships, put on from that in- 
stant a mutinous disposition aud soon be- 
gau to carry themselves so outrageously 
toward me that I perceived they were 
minded to stick at nothing in order to 
seize the Misery for their own ends. 


Being plainly assured of this as well by 


my own sight and hearing as by the re- 
ports of my faithful seiffant. Richard 
White; a blackamoor whom I had brought 
nine years before out: of Guinea, I took 
counsel with my son and Warren Hodges 
to prepare for the worst. I caused the arm 
chest to be removed into the great cabin, 
the door of which I fortified from withiu. 
I ordered the brass swivel on the quarter 
deck to be kept loaded with a keg of bul- 
lets, so that I might be able to sweep all 
the deck forward, and I made Hichard 
White sleep every night under tho gnu, 
with a dark lantern beside him and a. 
match in his baud. 


But these end the other provisions that 


I took were of no avail againstthe treach- 
ery of tha crew, and to add to my uneasi- 
ness I had the inm-tification of finding tbat 
we lost sight oce by one of the three re- 
maining merchantmen, aud that by tlie 
middle of the month we bacl but ourselves 
for company. 


One moruiug, hearing a noi=e upon the 


forecastle, I ran up ou deck. Warren 
Hodges, who had tlie morning watch, wag 
not to be seen, but I could hear his voice 
raised in anger nnd thevoices of some of the 
crew threatening him, with oaths. Return- 
ing to the cabin for a pistol and a banger, 
I went forward and found that the muti- 
neers had seized both Wan en Hodges and 
the blackamoor aud had already bound 
them and thrown them into the chains, 
where they lay crying lustily for help. 


I vt hipped out my banger to cut tbe 


ropss with which they were bouud, where- 
at a great man named Morton, tho ring- 
leader, as I now knew him to bo of tbe 
mutiny, stepped out from among the men 
and declated that if I dared to interfere I 
should pay the penalty with my life; tbat. 
he and his friends had determined toseiza 
the ship and to cruise with her on their 
own account against the Spaniards, and 
thai, I might either pfoiy vilieio I was aud 
servo uuder hiui or tiike tbe consequences. 


Angered at the fellow'siusoloncu, I raib- 


cntne drifting rather than sailing 


right across our course I could doubt no 
longer, aud with my heart almost burst- 
ing I tried to tell the news to my son. But 
I conld cot speak. I could only touch him 
nnd point, and he for his part, as i after- 
ward heard from him, could neither speak 
nor see. With infinite trouble I fashioned 
n liitle mast and sail from tho thwarts of 
the boat and my blurt. 


This sufficed to enable me to steer the 


boat, and in an hour, during which, thanks 
to God and fears that tho strange ship 
might yet escape us straggled in my heart 
for mastery, we ran alongside and made 
fast to a ropo which was trailing over- 
board. 


It was with. much, surpriso that I found 


we were suffered to approach without be- 
ing hailed, for I could perceive that our 
ship was a Spaniard, bat even had they 
hailed us we "were in no.condition to reply. 
Indeed no sooner had I made fast thau I 
fell back senseless in the boat, nor did I 
know more until darkness had set in, when 
tho cold wind awoka me. 


At first I thought that I was dreaming, 


and not until I had touched the great hull 
and watched it siowly lising and falling 
beside me on the moonlit water did I rec- 
ollect and rightly understand what had 
happened. Even then itwaasome time be- 
fore, do what I would, I could climb on 
board. When at length I did so the ship 
seemed to be deserted. She wag a big, high 
pooped craft, such as the Spaniards term 
a galleon, and chiefly used for their rich 
trp-fnc with the Indies, and although her 
masts were all standing aud pome of her 
sail was set there was notainan to be seen. 


I walked forward, making a great noise 


with my feet, for I could not cry out. 
Tuen I walked aft, not-icing ..the fine guns 
of brass aud the new cordage, until I put 
my hand on the handle of the door of the 
great cabin and opened it. Thai, from 
weakness, I sank down on the threshold. 
There wag no light within and no sound. 
Even there I could hear the lap of the wa- 
ter against the ship's side. It was as if tbe 
wholegalloon was asleep, save that I could 
distinguish DO breathing and no motion 
of slumbering men. I had sunk down 
against, a locker, and stretching forth my 
baud found that it was open. Within, to 
my great joy, was a bag of bread, which, 
with some small flasks of wine, I made no 
scruple of takiug, and as soon ns I was 
again a little recovered I returned, even 
before I had ministered to my own crav- 
ing, to my son, who still lay without life 
in the boat alongside. He was so far gone 
that at first J could do no more than 
moisten his tongneand lips with the wine, 
but iu a short space he revived and was 
able with my help to get on board. 


By this time our voices were restored to 


us, and no sooner were we o'u deck than 
we knelt down to thank God for the deliv- 
erauce ho had vouchsafed to us. Then, 


nanaroi or pieces ot eight into tils Keeping, 
my son agreed, and-ueSt day, aftcv having 
passed thu second night on deck for'fear 
of the evil emanations from the dead, wo 
set to work to rid the ship of tho bodies 
and to cleanso thu cabins and lower deck. 


T!iat.$Jay I was able lo tako an observa- 


tion and to determine that we wero then 
In lougitudo 51 degrees 8 west and latitude 
40 degree* 3 north—-that is to say, in the 
full course of that current which is called 
the great gulf stream, and which, running 
round the point of Florida, crosses the 
w-Rstnrn ocean toward Ireland and the 
Shetlands. That day alsok finding that my 
son's stomach was too weak for the work 
of the cabiu, I set the lad at the helm aud 
so kept the ship before the wind, which 
blew from the southwest, yet so gently as 
scarcely to ruflle the bosom of the sea. 


By degrees I committed the bodies to the 


deep, and when the ship was, as I thought, 
clear I burut-d tobacco, herbs aud flowers 
o£ sulphur in all close places and kept the 
portholes open to purify the foul air. Yet 
still for sonie days I fouud yet other bod- 
ies in divers holes and corners, whither, I 
suppose, the poor wretches had crep), to die 
of tho plagna-which, had seized upon the 
vessel. 


Tho last that, I found was in tho lower 


hold among the bilge, but how it got there 
I never knew, nor could I guess, unless 
perchance the man in the madness ot his 
fever had wandered hither unwittingly 
aud had been unable to return. In all there 
were three and fifty dead in the ship when 
we boarded her. 
When, as I afterwart 


learned, she left the Havana, Fhe had 811 
souls in her, of whom 214 had died aud 
had beeu buried in the sen. Whereupon S3 
of the rest had fled in the boats, leaving 
the residue to their fate. Those who ro- 
maiued were nil &o sick aud so weakly that 
they conld bury but 11 of their number as 
they died. The others staid where they 
were until the ship was as we found it. 
As for those who fled, they were novel 
again heard of, nud I doubt not they per- 
ished either of the sickness or of huuger 
and privation. 


The ship carried when we found her 


only her forestaysail, miz7en and fore and 
main topsails, aud I dared not hoist more, 
knowing not what might befall us if the 
fine weather should fail. We did not, 
therefore, make much progress, and it was 
seven weeks ere we were in the longitude 
of Cape Clear. During all that time the 
weather held, uiid although the wind 
shifted many times it never blew hard, a 
thing which in these latitudes and in the 
early part of tha year seemed to me so 
marvelous that I could not but look, upon 
it as the work of Providence, for had a 
gale sprung up we could have done noth- 
ing to save the ship. My sou Humphrey 
and I never were together in the cabin or 
below. We kept watch in turn, we ate 
our food alone, and we made shift to do 
with so liltla Bleep that I have often since 
wondered that men so weak did not sink 
under the load of deprivation and anxiety. 


Off the Old Head of Ivmsnlc we sighted 


a smack, the master of which ran along- 
side, after we had put out our colors, aud 
asked for the news. Persuading him to 
come on board, I learned that he belonged

Hazai Ke;rc» trolls How Ifc Feels tor 


Meet the Earth. 


Mrs. Homlg is-a pleasant, bright eyed, 


capable looking littlo personage of modest 
demeanor and methods of conversation, 


She has been engaged in ballooning for 


a number ot years. Professionally sho is 
known as Miss Ha/el Keyed, balloonist 
and parachute jumper. 


She was a trained nurse by profession 


and engaged iu aeronautics because her 
husband's health failed him, andsho found 
it necessary to do Bometliing moro lucra- 
tive than nursing, and RS he was a profes- 
sional aeronaut, alid sho had gathered 
quit* au interest and knowledge of the 
business from him, sho determined to en- 
ter his field and win in a rapid way tho 
income tbnt was necessary for the school- 
ing of her threo children, tho maintenance 
of tho family generally nud tho added ex- 
pense of his illness. She says sho has suc- 
ceeded amply in her undertaking, and 
though Mr. Homig's health is greatly im- 
proved sho hits uo special desire to relin- 
quish the business. 


Asked to explain as clearly BS possible 


tho Fensi-.tious peculiar to tho ascent aud 
descent of a person to nud from the ex- 
traordinary altitudes to which Bhotravels, 
Mri. Romig laid: 


"The sensations are diametrically oppo- 


site to the geivral idea that pi cvaila among 
y^oplt! v, ho never made such nttuiuts. In- 
stead of feeling yourself lifted bodily and 
swiftly up into space, you have n realistic 
tense, of staying just exactly where you 
were, nud of tho earth falling away mid 
dov. nwurd from you. This fccliug coutiu- 
xics just so long as your balloon continues 
to rise. When it cornea to a standstill, 
you realize for the first time that you have 
moved upward, and of course tho wonder- 
ful jmnonmiu spread out below you gives 
you instant advice of theiuimense altitude 
you have attained. 


"Tlio descent from such a tremendous 


height, by the parachute is another thlug, 
though it, too, involves something of tho 
same sensation, reversed. You seem to see 
the earth ascending to meet yon, but your 
progress downward ia so goiitlo nnd so 
much more deliberate that you cannot but 
kuow you are going down. This fact is 
forcibly impressed upon your uiiud when 
you cut loose from tbe balloon. 


"The descent, then, uutil tlio parachute 


fills is as sheer aud suducu and dlruct at* 
any unpremeditated fall you over experi- 
enced, ranging in depth, according to the 
volume of wind, from 25 to 100 feet, and 
this is the most unpleasant part of my 
business. The same precaution of holding 
the breath is ns imperatively necessary iu 
this first fall as it is when you are sub- 
merged in the water, nnd in default o$ 
such precaution you are equally liable to 
strangulation nnd death as iu the water." 


In tesponse to a question as to the long. 


est jump she had made in her career ns an 
aeronaut, Mrs. Romig said that in 1SOO, 
at Bakoi's beach, just inside tho Golden 
Gate, at San Francisco, she made- a per- 
fectly successful jump from an altitude 
determined by mathematical instruments 
to be just a fraction over 2% miles. She 
alighted in the bay, but being fully pro-

^jjtg. ways dons when exhibiting near rivers, 
being taken by tho honesty o£ bis co- 
nance I concluded with him and his men 
to ship with me as far as Plymouth, 
whither I had made up my mind to take 
the galleon, for I would not trust myself 
in the channel as we were, seeing that even 
if I had not chanced upon bad weather 1 
should have been at the mercy of the first 
king's cruiser that might choose to take 
me in tow, upon the plea that I could not 
rnannge the ship, and I had uo mind to 
share my prize with all the world. 


The Irishmen, therefore, to the number 


of six, came on board upon my engage- 
ment that upon arriving at .Plymouth I 
would pay to each of them 100 guineas and 
to the master 200 for his pains, which en- 
gagement I-roost faithfully observed. An d 
so, with their smack iu tow, we made our 
way up channel and without further ad- 
venture dropped anchor on April 21 iu 
Plymouth sotind, very weary of our voy- 
age, yet happy withal in having come so 
well out of it. 


Upon anchoring we caused no small 


commotion in the port, uo ship of 5*0 great 
a burden having yet been taken since the 
beginning of the war.

It was not without much labor that I 


got.ii crew, all tho better men having beer, 
pressed for the king's service, and when 1 
did get one I had no great canso to ba 
pleased, for n more ruffianly and unruly 
set I never set eyes upon. Yet I had with 
me as master nn old nnd tried shipmate, 
Wnrren Hodges, und thero was also with 


:re all over sores. At night wo lay shiv- 


ering with ague nnd praying for tho day- 
by day wo lay burning nnd longing for 
the night. 


I had losb nil hope ot deliverance when 


ou tho ninth day I saw whp.b I atflrst took 
for n liird'H wing glistening in tho sun- 
light far to windward. But, na I soon 
knew, it, was a Bail. My eyes wore no weak 
and so clogged with salt that for a time I 
dared not trust them. Yet us tho strange 
ship cnmo drifting rather than sailing 


me my dear sou Humphrey, who IV ycura 
r'Bht across 'our course I could doubt no 


later was killed, lieutenant of the 
, 


nt the gallant capture of tho Trench frig- 
ate La Prudeute oM' Gounive. At tho time 
of which I speak ho was no moro than 18, 
yet he wns GO bravo and determined a lad 
and so good a seaman that with him and 
Warren Hodges I thought to make shift to 
do my business and to mnnugo my rabblo 
In the forecastle. 


It was on the lilsl of the month that wo 


weighed anchor nnd dropped clown tlia riv- 
er with the tidenud with n pleasant breeze 
from tho northeast. There being then a 
convoy coming ddr.-n channel and bound 
for Jamaica, I lay to all the 22d and 23d 
to the southward of St. Mary's, and early 
on the mornins of tho 2^th I sighted the' 
king's frigate Jtainbow, which, with the 
Gosport and Biddeford, had under hei 
charge not fewer than 00 sail of mc-rchant- 
jneu. To my chagrin, tho captain of the 
Rainbow., a. young buck who, I make no 
doubt, wna mpro at. home in St. James 
park than ou his own quarter deck, and 
who was scented llko n French dancing 
master, pressed nine of my best men. Yet., 
there being then many Spanish frigates 
and ships of the lino .off our coast, I could 
not disdain the company of tho kind's 
ships and wns forced to bear with it, even 
though it cost mo so dear. 


With them I sailed until Fob. 0, when, 


being as nearly as I could reckon in longi- 
tudo 40 degrees west nnd latitude 27 de- 
gree* SO minutna south—for, by cause of 
the foul weather, wo had taken no obser- 
vation for two days—a storm scattered tin 


my own sight and lieariu 
ports of my faithful 


fleet, nnd wo, with only threo ot tho mer- 
chantmen still in sighfc/wcre.drivenbythe 
force of tha£ale to the southward. 


Tho storm abated somewhat on thellth, 


and wo were enabled to bear up ugniu for 
Jamaica, bub ay men, having now no fear 
ot tlm king's ships, put ou from that iu- 
stuut a mutinous disposition and soon be- 
gan to carry themselves so outrageously 
toward 1110 that I perceived they were 
minded to stick at nothing in order to 
seize tho 'Misery for their owil ends. 


Being plainly assured of this as well by

» hite;n blackamoor whom I had brought 
nina years before out of Guinea, I took 
counsel with my soil and Warren Ilodgea 
to prepare for the worst. I caused the arm 
chest to bo removed into the (freat'cnbiu, 
the door of which I fortified from within 
I ordered the brass swivel on tho quarter 
deck to be kept loaded with n keg of bul- 
lets, RO that I might be able to sweep all 
the deck forward, and I mada Kichard 
Whito Bleep every night under thuguu, 
with a dark lantern beside him aud a 
mutch in his hand. 


But these and (he other provisions (bat 


I took were of uo avail against the. I reach- 
cry of thu r.rcM-, and to add to my linea'-i- 
nes.l I hnd IheinBrljficaliou ol finding (hat 
we lost sight one by one of the (lireere 
mainiug merchantmen, and that by tho 
middle of Ibemouth we had ijut ourselves 
for company. 


One morning, hearing n noise upon (he 


forecastle. I run up on deck 
Warrer 


Hodges, who had tho Morning watch was 
not to be Been, but I could hear his voice 
raised i n auger and tho voices ot GOUIC of tho 
crew threatening him, with oaths. Heturn- 
ing to the cabin for a pistol aud a hunger, 
I went forward and found that, the muti- 
neers had scixcd both Warren Hodges and 
the blackamoor nud had already bound 
them nml thrown them into tho"chains, 
where they lay crying lustily for help. 


I whipped out my hanger to cut (he 


ropps with which they were hound, where- 
at a great man named Morion, (lio ring- 
leader, as I now knew him to be oC tlio 
mutiny, stepped out from among the men 
and declared that if I dared to interfere I 
should pay the penalty with my life; that, 
he and his friends had determined tosciza 
the ship nnd (o cruino with her on their 
own account against the .Spaniards, and 
that I might cither slmy where I was and 
servo under him or take (he consequences. 


Angered at tho felhiw'siusnlence, I rais- 


ed my pistol with llm Intention of shoot- 
ing him as he stood, but tho powder flush- 
ed in the pan. and ill nn instant I was 
seized from behind, flung upon (he deck 
nr.cl bound na securely as Warren Hodges 
and the biackamnnr. Jly first lUollgllt was 
for the safety of my dear KOII.

thoinorlificatkm of seeing him led, hound, 
from iho cabin, where during all this time 
he had been asleep, nud wilh us he wns 


longer, and with my heart almost burst- 
ing Itried to toll the ucws'tb my son. But 
I could not opeak. I could only touch him 
imd point, and ho for his part, na I nfter- 
ward hcnrd from him, could neither speak 
uor see. With infinite trouble I fashioned 
u little mast nnd sail from tho t-hwnrtq of 
tho boat nnd my shirt.

to God aud fears that tho strange ship 
might yet escape na struggled in ruyheart 
for mastery, wo ran alongside nnd mado 
fast to n rope which was trailing over- 
lionrd.

know more until darkness hnd act in, who 
tho cold wind nwoko me. 


At lirst I thought that I was dreaming 


nnd not until I had touched tho great 1m: 
and watched il slowly-rising nud falling 
beside me on tho moonlit water did I rcc 
ollect and rightly understand whnt hnt 
happened. Even then itwas some timobe 
fore, do whnt I would, I could climb oi 
board. 
When nt length I did so (he ship

nnd hnd been unnhlo to return. In nil thcr 
wcro threo nnd fifty dend in the ship when 
wo boarded her. 
When, ns I iifterwnri 


learned, sho left the Havana, sho had ill 
souls in her, of whom 214 had died nnc 
lad been buried in the HIM:. Whereupon Si 
of tho rest had (led In the boats, leaving 
tho residue lo their fnte. 
Those who ro 


mained were nil BO sick nnd BO weakly thai 
:hey rould bury but 11 of their number n: 
hcydied. Tho others staid where the) 
vero until the ship wns as' wo found it 
As for those Who fled, they wcro novel 
igaiu heard ot, and I doubt not they per 
shed cither of tho sickness or ot hunger 
nud privation. 


The ship carried when we found hei 


only her forestaysail, mizzen nnd fore nnc 
nalii topsails, nnd I dared not hoist more, 
mowing not whnt might buMl us if tho 
lue wenther should fnil. 
Wo did not, 


herefore, make much progress, nnd it win 
even weeks cro wu were in theloufrltudi 
t Cnpo Clear. 
During nil thnb time tin 


venther held, und although tho wind 
bitted mnuy times It never blew hard, n 
thing which iu these latitudes aud in tho 
early pnrt of tho year seemed to mo so 
marvelous that I could not hut look upon 
it as the work of Providence, for had a 
gale sprung up we could have done nolh- 
ingto.-nvo tho ship. My sou Humphrey 
and I never weru together In the cabin or 
below. 
We kept watch in turn, wo ale 


our food alone, and wo mndo shift to do 
with so littlo sleep thnt I have often snico 
wondered thnt men so weak did not sink 
under tho load of deprivation and anxiety. 


Oil the Old Head of IJinsnle wo sighted 


a Bmnck, tho mnslcr of which rim along- 
side, after we had put out our colors, and 
nskcd for the. news. Penranding him to 
como on hoard, 1 Imrued that be belonged 
to Castlctown, n fishing village iu tho hay 
of Dmitry, in the kingdom of Ireland,'and 
being takeu by the houesty of his counte- 
nance I concluded with him and his luen 
to ship with mo ns far ns Plymouth, 
whither 1 hnd made up my ininii (o (jiko 
tho galleon, for I would not trust myself 
in the ch'anuel as wo were, seeing that even 
if I hnd not chnnced upon bail weather 1 
should have been nt the mercy ot the first 
king's cruiser that might choose to take 
me in tow, upon tho plea thnt I could not 
innnngo tho ship, nnd I hud no mind to 
share my prize with nil the world.

We see silks from all sorts of lands, each 


bearing sorao distinguishing mark. There 
are silks from India, from Italy, Turkey, 
Greece, Arabia, France, England, Chinannel 
Japan, with possibly a few other countries 
not mentioned. 
We have cottons fiom 


France and England, ginghams from Scot- 
land, and also from that land of cakes and 
porridge the unapproachable cheviots and 
heather mixtures. 
Verily no one but a 


Scotchman could have woven such a fabric 
with all the purplish bloom mingled with 
the dust and dry twigs, the blue of the sky 
and the green of tho almost hidden foliage'. 
The "heather mixture" will always bo a 
fabric that will belong to that one country, 
not to be imitated elsewhere. 


There are also Irish gooda in the windows 


—frieze for storm coats, linens fine beyond 
compare and Irish poplins. These lost aro 
richer than any all bilk goods, handsomer 
than bengalme aud only surpassed by the 
best Lyons velvet. These poplins have 
never been made outside of Ireland, and 
they always remain in style, like the Irish 
point laces and their linens.

OW MOUNT BLANC TOSBRV-A- 


TORY WAS CONSSPRUCTED. 


History of tho Structure—Tho Thinkers 
Brain—Accommodations — SoiuatiiiuK 
AJtout Balloons—Microbes. 


The highest scientific observatory in the 
orld lias recently" tjeen completed- on the 
immit of Moritj6lauc/-i" Sjwtzerla^fil, 13,- 
80 feet above the sea. Although for sev- 
ral years there was ajnetcoroloeical sta- 
011 occupied OB the sumiajtMif Pike's peak, 
olo., at an only sligbtly lower level, yet 
le meteorological conditions of the two 
oimtries ure so different that, while tbe 
itter peak is accessible for-nearly tho eu- 
re year by a mountain railroad, the sum- 
lit and sides of Mont Blano are so covered 
ith bnow and ice and so .subject to violent 
terms that it is always a'matter of difficul- 
y and frequently"'of danger to reach the 
op at all. 
The observatory is a wooden building 
eavily framed, and tbo difflciiltics over- 
onic in carrying t3ie tiinbersaud-Othermu- 
enal over tho steep and dangerous trail to 
he summit and erectmg them in the inter-

vals between the,violent blizzards vi hich 


wopfc over it testify to tho Hkill and pa- 
ieueg of the hardy mountaineers who BO 
uecessf ully accomplished the work. 
As no solid foundation for tho observa- 


tory could be found, it was determined to 
ct it directly upon the ice covering the 
umrnit, as observations showed that the 
evel a few feeb below the surface remained 
Draotically constant. But in case of any 
light settling screws have been provided 
o that the building can be righted. No 
erious trouble from tins cause is antici- 
pated, however. 


The observatory consists of two stories, 


["he lower one contains rooms for the stor- 
ige of instruments and supplies, and also 
sleeping accommodations for the observers. 
The upper story, including tho roof and the 
;ower, is to be used for observations anc 
vill also provide limited .accommodations 
or the numerous parties making the ascenl 
of the mountain. Tho observatory isnol 
exclusively a meteorological one, bub phys- 
cal, astronomical and spectroscopical phe- 
nomena will be carefully observed anc 
studied, says Popular Science News, the 
source o£ the foregoing account. 


Tbo Thinker's Brain Accommodations.

We were standing up the gulf of Sinin,

way, when the wind died out and left us 
caving and falling on the glassy ground 
well. It svas the merchant brig i'ear- 
aught, with a crew of 11 men, and the 
apiain had his wife and child aboard. It

IVom noon to 2 o'clock the 
aptain and mate appeared troubled and 
uxion* and frequently swept the coast 
ne with their glasses.

"Men, yon know what sort of a coast

uAye, sir!" auswereil one man for all 
f ns, "buc what are we to do it with?"

If the Malays attacked us, our only weap- 


>ns would be capstan bars and belaying 
jius. They were pulling out to us in a 
ort of galley, with as many as 10 oars on 
a side, and we could figure that there 
vould be at least 40 of them and all well 
mned. It did not take us five minutes to 
;et ready. It did nob take any man five 
ecouds to figure out what would follow 
in attack. The Malays never left a wit- 
ness of their cruelties alive behind them. 
You see men turn pale and shiver as they 
•f> into battle. When you see men quiet- 
y arming themselves to make a hopeless 
ight, you mark the contrast. Their faces 
lush, their eyes glare, and they bite their 
ips without feeling the pain.

When the galley was yefc two 
miles away, our ship was as silent as the 
grave, though this silence was broken.at 
utervals by sobs from the cabin.

captain had told Iris wife of the danger. 
Womanlike, she uttered a sob of despair 
now and then, but even as she did &o she 
ivas weighting her clothing and that of 
ler sleeping child with bars of lead. If 
the Malays boarded »s, she would take the 
child in her arms and leap overboard, 
i'hat was settled from the very first. 


Did the fellows pull a lasty stroke to de- 


ceive us into the belief that they were coni- 
ng out on some matter of no great im- 
portance? The mate's glass made out 43 
men in the boat, and their weapons caught 
and reflected the rays of tho sun as they 
came along. We swept the sea for sight 
of sail or steamer's smoke, but we were 
alone. We uttered bitter curses ns we re- 
dized our helpless situation, but we must 
.et them scramble aboard o£ the brig be- 
:ore our weapons would be of any use. It 
was positively maddening to witness their 
slow and careless approach. It was as if 
they felt so sure of victory that they need 
put forth no particular exertion. The gal- 
.ey was steeredfor our porbbroadside, and 
she was 'within 200 feet of us, and we 
could look into the evil eyes of her desper- 
ate crew when her way was checked.

Merwin, and you can swing tho yards and 
make sail. Tell the steward to serve out 
grog and sec if he can't loosen the tongues 
of the lads and get np a cheer or two."

ABE BETTES THAN MEN? 


A Newspaper Woman Has Been Investi- 


gating the 
Subject—A Penitentiary 


VTai-den Tells Her That the Courts Ara 
lenient, but She Refutes Him Easily, 
I Lave betn studying prison statistics, 


»nd I find the average proportion is 20 
women to 1,000 men. In the case of the 
Columbus (0.) penitentiary there are only 
23 -women to nearly 2,000 men. At the 
Western penitentiary in this state there 
Hie 19 women to over 1,000 men. Talking 
with the courteous warden of this latter 
institution a few days since, I asked him 
Jor his theory and got it with readiness. 
It was with a" mind made up that he an- 
swered, "It is largely owing to the lenien- 
cy of the court that more women are not 
convicted." 


"But,1* said I, "people nmbt be ar- 


raigned before they can be convicted, and 
there are proportionately so few women 
brought to trial. Either they do not vio- 
late the law, or they are more clever in cov- 
ering up their tracks, and this with a clev- 
erness that amounts to talent, and even if 
this last be true does there not still remain 
something to be said for them from a 
worldly point of view? The Spartans 
taught their jmith the sin \\as not in 
stealing, but in being found out, you 
know." And the warden agreed that the 
Spartans were not all dead yet. or at least 
that their teachings had lived after them, 
but would concede nothing to women on 
the ground of morality. 


Women are something of a bother to 


most men, but to wardens in particular, ] 
have concluded, and having known them 
both wisely and well I suppose when one 
such custodian insists that women of a 
low grade are worse than men of the same 
grade we should accept his judgraen1 
without question. But what I want to Km 
out is why there are not as many women 
as men of this same grade? Warden 
Wright goes further and is especially posi 
tive that women in general are not better 
than men, and that once bad they are more 
incorrigible, and it is his experience that 
there are not so many reformations among 
women convicts as among the men, by 
which we may infer that women love 
wrongdoing. 


Out of the fullness of his knowledge Mr. 


Wright argnes that by the time *vomen 
land in the penitentiary they are so steeped 
in sin as to be unite past redemption here, 
and I got the impression he had not much 
hope of them hereafter.

In the first place, there are more 
women than men in tho world. Therefore 
if women are more immoral than men 
ought they not to commit at least an equal 
number of crimei? 


But they have not equal opportunity. 


They are not in the world n» men are, 
therefore are not BO beset by temptations, 
is the ieply. But we may deny this, since 
there are now over 500 occupations for 
women and all crowded until there is 
scarcely any room, even at the top, where- 
as in 1850. there were but 40 employments 
in which women earned a living. 


They are now by the hundreds working 


shoulder to shoulder with men in all the 
professions and a majority of the trades. 
And are they not subjected to the same 
temptations? It is now quite the exception 
to find a man on the cashier's stool in 
stores and restaurants, etc., and could 
there be a better card to woman's honesty? 
And yet it has been said women are only 
given this place and like places of respon- 
sibility because they can be hired for less 
money. So more the temptation to steal 
thep. If women are £Dprone to go to such 
lengths to gratify their love for dress, as 
has been asserted, would they not, unless 
morally better, be more likely to steal than 
men who are paid a living salary and have 
less provocation? 


But who erer heard of a woman running 


away with funds intrusted to her? There 
is no snch ciuiosity on exhibition in the 
human menagerie at the Western peniten- 
tiary at least, though, to tell the truth, 
there is a greater one—that oi a horse 
thief! The mention of this freak feminine 
suggests one more "manly pursuit" as free 
to women as to men. Why do not more 
women steal horses' They admire them, 
and snrely a stolen horse is worth as much 
owned or sold to a woman who would steal 
aa to a man' 


And are not women as clever with the 


pen? Then why not Jane the penman as 
well as Jim? Yet how seldom we hear of 
women forging i 


Prison reports the country over for 


1891-2 show an alarming increase in the 
population of snch institutions, bnt such 
statistics do not show a proportionate in- 
crease in crime among women. One of the 
propelling forces leading to criminality 
upon which the authorities are quite 
agreed is "the desire to live beyond legiti- 
mate means,'' and ever since women began 
wearing "store clothes" they have been 
accused of this very thing. Why, ihen, 
do they not steal to gratify this desire as 
their brothers do?

was permitted to visit thewoman'sdepart- 
ment of the Western penitentiary. So far 
as I know I then stood for the»first time 
face to face with a criminal ot my own 
sex I assure all who have not had the ex- 
perience that it is a painful one, even 
though one cannot fully realize the situa- 
tion just at the time. That character can 
be read in the countenance had np to that 
time been a pet theory of mine. It has 
been exploded.

The Tomb of Confucius. 


The city of Chufu-hsien, the Mecca of 


the believers in Confucianism, is in the 
province of jShangtuug, one of the most 
populous districts of the orient. Here Con- 
fucius was born, and here his sacred bones 
lie buried. The tomb, which is located in 
one of the largest cemeteries in the prov- 
ince, about three miles out from,the city 
above mentioned, is one of the most impos- 
ing in the whole empire. 


The grave itself is surmounted by an 


earth mound about 12 feet in height, the 
•whole surrounded by a cluster of gnarled 
oaks and stately cypress trees. Before the 
mound is a tablet about 6 feet broad and 
20 feet high, upon which is inscribed the 
names and deeds of the great founder of 
Confucianism, a religion adhered to bv 
over'400,000,000 human beings. The bur-" 
den of this inscription, according to relia- 
ble translation, is "Perfect One," "Abso- 
lutely Pure." "Perfect Sage," "First 
Teacher," "Great Philosopher," etc. 


The avenue which leads np to the phi- 


losopher's tomb is even more interesting 
than the actual place of burial itself. On 
each side of the avenue are rows of figures 
of huge animals cut in stone—lions, tigers, 
elephants and horses, besidep. numerous 
mythical creatures, such as animals half 
dog and half frog, beasts with four leg: 
and twice as many wings, besides a mul- 
titude of ilnnamable monsters that never 
lived on the earth, in the water or in the 
air 
Taken altogether, the burial place 


of Confucius is one of the chief spots of in- 
terest in the orient.—St. Louis Kepublio.

Our gentleman sharp, you will notice, in- 
quires innocently tho way to turn the 
marking board, makes a tremendous num- 
ber of scientific misses, docs not carry the 
chalk iu his pocket, makes shots worthy 
of Eoberts hiisself and then apologizes for 
them to his unsuspecting opponent as 
"beastly flukes." He is most profuse with

Fish. 


Firmness of the flesh aud clearness of 


tho eyes are tho groat criteria of any flsh 
being fresh and good. In mackerel such 
tests are most important, as also iu fresh 
herrings an A in fresh water fish. The flavor 
and excellence of salmon, too, depend 
upon its firmness, and it should be tested 
in the same way. 
Cod is known to bo 


fresh by the rigidity of the muscles or 
fle'jh, the redness of the gills and clearness 
of the eyes. Turbot and all flat whito fish, 
besides being rigid and firm when fresh, 
will have the tinder side o£ a ritli cream 
color. If out of season or too long kept, 
this becomes a bluish white and the flesh 
soft and flaccid. Lobsters, crabs and cray 
fish recently canght always retain some re- 
mains of muscular action in the claws, 
which may be excited by proofing the eyes 
with tho fingers. When boiled, the tail of 
tho lobster preserves its elasticity if fresh, 
but loses it as soon as It becomes stale. 
The heaviest lobsters are the- best. \Vhen 
light, they are watery and poor. Prawns 
and shrimps, when fresh, are firm and 
crisp. If oysters ara fresh, tho shells are 
firmly closed. When the shells are open, 
the fish are dead and unfit for food. A 
peculiar elasticity will be perceived in fish 
recently caught, little or no permanent 
impression being made by the ordinary 
pressure of the fingers, the flesh immedi- 
ately rising again. Fresh flsh also .Ho in a 
slightly curved position and never quite 
straight.—Brooklyn Eagle.

They are uot iu the world ns uieu are, 
therefore are, not BO beset by temptations, 
is the reply. Bub we may deny this, since 
there are now ovor 500 occupations for 
women and all crowded until there is 
scarcely liny room, even at tho top, where- 
in in 185Q there were but 40 employments 
iu which women earned a living. 
' They are now by the hundreds working 
uhoulder to shoulder with men in all the 
professions and a majority of the trades. 
And nro they not subjected to the same 
temptations? It is now quite the exception 
to flud o man on the cashier's stool in 
stores and restaurants, etc., and could 
there be a better oard to woman's honeaby? 
And yet it baa been eaid women are only 
given this place nnd like places of respon- 
sibility because they can be hired for less 
money. So more the temptation to steal 
then. If women are.BOprono to go to such 
lengths to gratify their love for dregs, aa 
has been asserted, would they not, unless 
morally better, be more likely to steal than 
men who nro paid B. living salary and have 
lean provocation ? 


But who CTer heard of a woman ruuuiug 


awfiy with fumlH intrusted to her? Then; 
is no such curiosity on exhibition iu the 
human menagcrio at the Western penHen- 
tinry at least, though, to tell tho truth, 
there is a greater one — Unit of a horse 
thief! The mention o£ this freak feminine 
suggests one more "mnnly pursuit" as free 
to women as to men. Why do not more 
•women steal horses? They admire them, 
and anrely a stolen horse is worth as much 
owned or sold to a woman who would steal 
OH to a ruau?

The Tomb of ConfuciuB. 


Tho city of Chufu-hsien, the Mecca of 


the believers in Confucianism, is iu the 
province of "Wiangtuug, one of the most 
populous districts of the orient. Here Con- 
fucius was born, nnd here bin sacred bout's 
lio buried. The tomb, which ia located in 
one of tho largest cemeteries in tho prov- 
ince, about,three miles out from ,the city 
above mentioned, is ono of the most impos- 
ing in the ivhble empire. 


Thu grave Itself is 'surmounted by an 


earth mound aboiit 12 feet in height, tho 
whole surrounded by a cluster .of gnarled 
oaks and utately cypresfl trees. Before the 
mound iH n tablet about 0 feet broad and 
20 fcefc high, upon which is inscribed the 
names nnd deeds of the great fouuder of 
Confucianism, n religion adhered to by 
over 400,000,000 human beings. The bhr- 
den of this inscription, according to relia- 
ble translation, in "Perfect One," "Abso- 
lutely Pure," "Perfect Sage," "First 
Teacher," "Great Philosopher," etc. 


Tho avenue which leads up to tho phi- 


losopher's toinb is even more interesting 
than the actual place of burial itself. On 
each side of the avenue are rows of figures 
of huge animals cut in stone—lions, tigers, 
elephants nnd horses, besides, numerous 
inj'thical creatures, such as animals half 
dog and half frog, beasts with four legs 
and twice as many wings, besides a mul- 
titude of unniimablo monsters tbnt never 
lived on the earth, in the water or in the 
nir. Taken altogether, the burial placy 
of Confucius is OTIC of tho chief spots of in- 
terest in the orient.—St. Louia Republic.

WOMEN'S SUFFRAGE BILL. 


nomormtB in tho LoKMuturo Retrain 


From Debating. 


The democratic meuVbers of tlie legis- 


lature liave rcfralmetl from taking part in 
the debate on the women's stiff rage bill, 
prcfeiring to leave the talking with the re- 
public1 .ins. Tiie democrats are opposed to 
the bill ami will vole against it orr princi- 
ple. There is no doubt that should the 
bill pass, there \i\l\ be more democrats 
than republicans quaHlied vote. This would 
be especially so in this city, as may be 
scon fiom the school-committee contest 
last year. It will bo remembered that the 
women wlioso sympathies werp with the 
republican party bet;au to register early, 
and bad quite a lead on their democratic 
friend', lion ever in three days the demo- 
crats sot out mote women voters than the 
republicans did in two weeks. 


The icpiiblicans of tlie legislature re- 


fused to allow tlie bill to bo submitted to 
male voters, iu older to obtain their will 
in the matter. An amendment to submit 
to the male voters and as many women 
voters as might be registered at a certain 
date, was liken isc defeated by the republi- 
cans.

Two carloads of strikers from the mines 


above Montgomery, armed with Winches- 
ters, came to Mouth Creek yesterday and 
started for the mines ou foot about C p. m. 


The miners who went up the Cabin 


creek road to Acme by the train which 
carried the sbeiiff's party numbered 300 
men. They came down on 12 crowded 
gondolas from Montgomery and points 
above, and reliable information states that 
all were armed with rifles, pistols, shot- 
guns and Winchesters. 


Five hundred armed men crossed the 


mountains en route for Acme from Powell- 
ton and other, points. This raises the 
number to nearly 900 men.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—A fresh impulse 


has been given to business this week by 
the success of the treasury in obtaining 
gold for its reserve, thus strengthening 
co Idence in its ability to maintain gold 
payments. 
Gradual 
improvement in 


business explains the appearance of more 
commercial paper in the market this 
week than has been seen for a long time, 
though as yet the vast accumulation of 
idle funds is proof enough that trade has 
by no means regained normal propor- 
tions. 


Industrial recovery continues, though 


It ia but gradual, in response to the de- 
mand of a people whose consumption at 
its lowest is greater than that of any 
other country, and more mills are now at 
work. 


Stocks have been stronger since the re- 


sult as to the bonds were foreshadowed. 
Other speculative markets have been ai 
most stagnant. 


Wheat has advanced about half a cent, 


because western reports were only 1,446,- 
404 bushels for the week, against 2,893,000 
last year, though there are no signs of ma- 
terial decrease in tbe enormous visible 
supply, and Atlantic exports dwindled 
to 413,990 bushels for the week, against 
1,404,471 last year 


Smaller receipts and exports of corn 


have not prevented a slight decline, and 
pork products are dull without important 
change. 


Cotton and Wool. 


Cotton advanced a shade, but closed 


"Without change f fern last week, receipts 
from plantations still exceeding last 
year's, though less than of late, while ex- 
ports continue larger than a year ago 
Foreign consumption isheavy,but Ameri- 
can mills are taking much less than a 
year ago. The market for cotton goods 
has a better tone and more staples have 
been taken, particularly print cloths, with 
a slight advance in price, but all qualities 
are extremely low, and scarcely any in- 
crease in the working force is seen. 


Some demoralization is again reported 


in prices of woolens, friezes having been 
reduced in price and trade iu overcoatings 
is not satisfactory. There is more activity 
in suitings since the date for new duties 
was deferred, but not iBany lines of the 
better grades are yet on the market. 
Sales of wool are still small; for the week, 
4,503,700 pounds against 8,178,000 last 
year. 


Eastern trade in "boots and shoes still 


hesitates, with Boston shipments 23 per 
cent below last year's, but western fac- 
tories are reported a little better em- 
ployed, about 15 per cent below the full 
capacity. 


Larger demand for structural iron and 


steel for railway materials, except rails; 
for barbed iron, and especially for wire 
nails and wire rods, gives a better look to 
the iron industry both east and west.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 3.—One of tho most 


daring schemes at robbery ever concocted 
in this city was revealed when Victor H. 
Echorn of the Pennsylvania Salt Works 
company endeavored to steal $13,000 of 
the company's money from the rumitr of 
the Southwark bank.

$12,500 in big letters.

Seamen From Brazil's Warships Tell of 


Xnhumnii Treatment. 


NEW YoIiK, Feb. 3. — The steamor 


Wordsworth, from Rio de Janeiro and 
Pernambaco, brought parU of the crews 
of the Brazilian cruisers America and 
Nictheroy. From the former there were 
42 officers and men and from the lutter 
five men. No complaint was hoard from 
them against their treatment by the Bra- 
zilian government. 


The seamen, however, have a good deal 


to say against the America's officers, who, 
they declare, treated them at times almost 
inhumanly. James Oxford, a seaman, 
hailing from Bangor, Me., declared that 
the food offered was repulsive. At Per- 
nauibueo be was put on shore without 
money. He slept on the street pavements 
of Pernambuco and went without food 
for 48 hours. 


In all, Oxford said, there were 68 men 


sent ashore at the time he was sent, and 
that three were left onshore for dead, 
while one, George Cameron, had become 
insane and was sent to an asylum. The 
men say that they are going to the office 
of Charles E. Flint & Co. to endeavor to 
obtain a balanoa that they claim is due 
them. 


On the other hand, tho officers Bay that 


the "Indians," as they called the seamen, 
had nothing to complain of They were 
a drunken, mutinous set of men, who 
conld he subjected only by severe treat- 
ment. All the officers unite in condemn- 
ing the storing of liquor on the vessel. 
They say that this was done by the Bra 
zilian government. The men broke open 
the storehouse and helped themselves 
freely. Thence originated all the trouble.

It was not without much labor that 11 
x blld !ost n11 h°Pe of deliverance when 


got a crew, all the better men having been \ on tue uintu day * saw wuat l a* first t°°k 
p-reased for the king's service, and when I i fora bird's wing glistening in tho sun- 
did get one 1 bad no great cause to bo j 
pleased, for a more ruffianly and unruly i 
set I never set eyes upon. Yet I bad with ' 
me as master an old and tried shipmate, | 
Warren Hodges, and there was also with 
me my dear son Humphrey, who 17 years ' 
later was killed, lieutenant of the Ruby, | 
at the gallant capture o£ the Fxench frig- 
ate La Prudente off Gonaive. At the time 
of which I epeak he was no more than 18, 


far to windward. But, as I soon 


knew, in was a sail. My eyes were so weak 
and so clogged with salt that for a time I 
dared not trust them. Yet as the stiauge 
ship came drifting rather than sailing 
right across our course I could doubt no 
longer, and with my heart almostjrarst- 
Ing Iiried to tell the news to my son. But 
I could not speak. I conld only touch him 
und point, and he for his part, as I after- 


yet he was so brave and deteimined a lad I wartl ^^m l«X coul(i neither speak 
and so good a seaman that with him and 
Warren Hodges I thought to make shift to 
do my business and to manage my rabble 
in the forecastle. 


It was on the 21st of the month, that we 


weighed anchor and dropped down tho riv- 
er witb the tide aud with a pleasant breeze 
frora the northeast. Thera being then a 
convoy coming down channel and bound 
for Jamaica, I lay to all tie 22d and 23d 
to the southward of St. Maiy's, and early 
on the morning of the 24th I sighted the 
king's frigate Hainbow, which, with tbe 
Gosport and Biddeford, had under her 
charge not fewer than 60 sail of merchant- 
men. To iny chagrin, tbe captain of the 
Rainbow, a young buck who, I make no 
doubt, was more at home in St. James 
park than on his own quarter deck, and 
who wss scented like n French dancing 
master, pressed nine of my best men. Yet, 
there being then many Spanish frigates 
and ships of the line off our coast, I could 
not disdain the company of the king's 
ships and was forced to bear with it, even 
though it cost me so dear. 


With them I sailed until Feb. 9, when, 


being as nearly as I could reckon iu longi- 
tude 40 degrees west and latitude 27 de- 
grees SO nmrates south—for, by cause of 
the foul weather, we had taken no obser- 
vation for two days—a storm scattered the 
fleet, and we, with only three of the mer- 
chantmen still in sight, were driven by the 
force of the gale to tha southward. 


The storm abated somewhat on the llth, 


and we were enabled to bear up again for 
Jamaica, but my men, having no?,- no fear 
of the king's ships, put on from that in- 
stant a mutinous disposition and soon be- 
gan to carry themselves so outrageously 
toward ma that I perceived they were 
minded to stick at nothing in order to 
seize the Misery for their own ends. 


Being plainly assured of this as well by 


my own sight and bearing, as by the re- 
ports of my faithful seiSant, Richard 
White, a blackamoor whom I had brought 
nine years before out of Guinea. I took 
counsel witb, my son and Warren Hodges 
to prepare for the worst. I caused tbe arm 
chest to'be removed into t he great cabin, 
tbe door o{ which I fortified from within. 
I ordered the brass sw^el on the quarter 
deck to be kept loaded with a keg of bul- 
lets, so that I might be able to sweep all 
the deck forward, and I made Richard 
White sleep every night under tho gun, 
with a dark lantern be&ide him and a 
match in bis band. 


But these and the other provisions that 


I took were of no avail against tlie treach- 
ery of the crew, and to add to my uneasi- 
ness I hadthemortiflcationof Iniding that 
we lost sight one by one of the three re- 
maining merchantmen, and that by the 
middle of themonth we had but ourselves 
for company. 


One morning, hearing a noise upon the 


forecastle, l ran up on deck. Warren 
Hodges, wbo had tbe morning watch, was 
not to be seen, but I could bear his voice 
raised in anger and tlie voices of some of the 
crew threatening him, witb oaths. Ketnrn- 
ing to the cabin for n pistol and a banger, 
I went forward and found that the muti- 
neers had seized both Warren Hodges and 
the blackamoor and had already bound 
tbem and thrown them into tho chains, 
where they lay crying lustily for help. 


I whipped out my banger to cut tbe 


ropes with which they were bound, where- 
at n great man named Morton, the ring- 
leader, as I aow knew him to be of the 
mutiny, stepped out from among the men 
and declared that if I dared to interfere I 
should pay the penalty with my life; that 
he end his friends bad determined toseir.0 
the ship and to crtine with her on their 
own account against the Spaniards, and 
that I might either stay where I was and 
serva under him or take tbe consequences. 


Angered at the fellow'sincolence, I rais- 


ed my pistol with Hie intention of sbopv- 
ing him as hestood, but tbe ponder fiaefc- 
ed in tbe pan .and in an instant 1 was 
seized from behind, filing upon Hie deck 


nor pee. With infinite trouble I fashionei 
n li&tlo mast and sail from tho thwarts o: 
the boat and my s'airt. 


This sufficed to enable me to steer the 


boat, and in an hour, during which, thank, 
to Gotl and. fears that the strange shr 
might yet escape us struggled in ray heai 
for mastery, we ran alongside and mad' 
fast to a rope which was trailing over 
board. 


It was with much surprise that I fount 


we were suffered to approach without be- 
ing hailed, for I could perceive that onr 
ship was a Spaniard, but even had they 
bailed us we were in no condition to reply. 
Indeed no sooner bad I made fast than I 
fell back senseless in the boat, nor did I 
know more nntil darknessbadsetin, when 
the cold wind aWoko me. 


At first I thought that I was dreaming, 


and not until I had touched the great hull 
and watched it slowly rising and falling 
beside me on the moonlit water did I rec- 
ollect and rightly understand what had 
happened. Even then itwas some time be- 
fore, do what I would, I could climb on 
board. When at ieiigi.ii I did so the ship 
seemed to be deserted. She was a big. high 
pooped craft, such as the Spaniards term 
a galleon, and. chiefly used for their rich 
traffic with the Indies, and although her 
masts were all standing and some of her j 
sail was set there was not a mart to be seen. 


I walked forward, making a great noise 


with my feet, for I could not cry out. 
Then I walked aft, noticing the fine guns 
of brass and the new cordage, until I put 
my hand on the handle of the door of the 
great cabin and opened it. 
Then, from 


weakness, I sank down on the threshold. 
There was no light within and no sound. 
Even there I conld hear the lap of tlie wa- 
ter against the ship's side. Itwas as if the 
whola galleon was asleep, save that I could 
distinguish no breathing and no motion 
of slumbering men. I had sunk down 
against o locker, and stretching forth my 
hand fonnd that it was open. Within, to 
my great jcy, was a bag of bread, which, 
with some small naskg of wine, I made no 
scrnple of taking, and as soon as I was 
again a little recovered I returned, even 
before I had ministered to my own crav- 
ing, to my son, who still lay without life 
in the boat alongside. He was so far gone j 
that at first I could do no more than' 
moisten his tongue and lips with the wine, 
bnt in a short space he revived and was 
able with my help to get on board. 


By this time our voices were restored to 


us, and no Eoonev were we on deck than 
•vre knelt down to thank God for the deliv- 
erance lie had vouchsafed to us. Then, 
caring little whether we had fallen into the 
hands of friends or of foes, wo dragged 
onrselvc-s under the shelter of one of the 
quarter deck guns and there fell asleep 
from sheer weariness. 


The sun was high when I again awoke, 


bnt the decks were as before. Kb one was 
at the helm, the sails flapped in the light 
air against the masts, and tho ship drifted 
whither she would. I was still very weak, 
but some bread and a draft of wine 
strengthened me, and then I set about ex- 
ploring the great vessel. Leaving my son 
Humphrey, who yet slept, I went to tlie 
door of tlie cabin in which I had found 
the provisions. 
It was open as I had left 


it tha nigl.t before, and as I drew near I 
perceived that a smell ai of achainsl house 
issued forth from it. Even before I enter- 
ed I could see that on the deck within lay 
several bodies of dead men. Xot knowing 
what to do and stricken with horror, I 
halted. 


Tho nearest body to me, that of a tall 


nanoOTl or plecesotelgUt into hla Keeping, 
my son agreed, and'next day, after having 
passed the second night on deck for fear 
of tho evil emanations from the dead, we 
sot to work to rid tho ship of the bodies 
and, to cleanse the cabins and lower deck. 


That day I was able to tako an obsei-va- 


ionand to determine that wo wero then 
in longitude 51 degrees 3 west and latitude 
io degrees 3 north—that is to tay, in the 
fell course o! that current which is called 
tho great gulf stream, and which, running 
round the point of Florida, crosses the 
western ocean toward Ireland and the 
Shetlands. That dayalsov(;udingthatffly 
sou's stomach was too weak for tha work 
of tha cabin, I bet the lad at tho helm and 
so kept the ship before the wind, which, 
blew from tho southwest, yet »o gently as 
scarcely to ruffle the bosom of the sen. 


By degrees I committed the bodies to the 


deep, and when the ship was, as I thought, 
clear I burned tobacco, herbs and flowers 
of sulphur in all close places ami kept the 
portholes open to purify the foul air. Yet 
still for some days I found yet other bod- 
ies in divers holes and corners, whither, I 
suppose, the poor wretches had crept to die 
of the plague which had seized npou tho 
vessel. 


The last that I found was in tho lower 


hold among the bilge, bnt how it got thero 
I never knew, nor could I guess, nnless 
perchance the man in the madness of his 
fever had wandered hither unwittingly 
and had been unable to return. In all there 
were three and fifty dead in the ship when 
we boarded her. When, as I fifterr,-arc 
learned, she left the Havana, she had 31] 
souls in her, of whom 214 had died aiic 
had been buried in the sea. Whereupon 3 
of the rest had fled in the boats, leaving 
the residue to their fate. Those who re- 
mained were all so sick aud so weakly that 
they could bury but 11 of their number as 
they died. The others staid where they | 
were -until the sm'p was as we found it. 
As for those who fled, they were never 
again, heard of, and I doubt not they per- 
ished either of the sickness or of liunger 
and privation. 


The ship carried when we found her 


only her forestaysail, mizxen and fore and 
main topsails, and I dared not hoist more, 
knowing not what might befall us if the 
fine weather should fail. Wo did not, 
therefore, make much progress, and it --A as 
seven weeks ere we were in the longitude 
of Cape Clear. During all that time the 
weather held, and although the wind 
shifted many times it never blew hard, a 
thing which in these latitudes and in the 
early part of the year seemed to me so 
marvelous that I could not but look upon 
it as the wort of Providence, for had a 
gale sprung up we conld have done noth- 
ing to save the ship. My son Humphrey 
and I never were together in the cabin or 
below. We kept watch in turn, we ate 
our food alone, and we made shift to do 
with so little sleep that I have often since 
wondered that men so weak did not sink 
under the load of deprivation and anxiety. 


Off the Old Head of Kin«ale we sighted 


a smack, the master of which ran along- 
side, after we had put out our colors, and 
asked for the news. Persuading him to 
come on board, I ieamed that he belonged 
to Castletown, a fishing village in the bay 


| of Bantry, in the kingdom of Ireland, and 


being taken by the honesty of his counte- 
nance I concluded with him aud his men 
to ship with me as far as Plymouth, 
whither I had made up iny mind to take 
the galleon, for I would not trust myself 
in the channel as we were, seeing that even 
if I had not chanced upon bad weather I 
should have been at the mercy of the first 
king's cruiser that might choose to take 
me in tow, npon the plea that I could not 
manage the ship, and I had no mind to 
share my prize with all the world. 


The Irishmen, therefore, to the number 


of bix, came on board upon my engage- 
ment that upon arriving at Plymouth I 
would paytoeach of them 100 guineas and 
to the master 200 for his pains, which en- 
gagement I most faithfully observed. And 
so, with their gmaok in tow, we made our 
way up channel and without further ad- 
venture dropped anchor on April 21 in 
Plymouth sound, very weary of our voy- 
age, yet happy withal in having come so 
well out of it. 


Upon anchoring we caused no small 


commotion in the port, no ship of so great 
a burden having yet been taken since the 
beginning of the war. Nor wcie there 
many finer ships e%en in the king's navy. 


But the commotion grew greatly when, 


tho officers of tho port having boarded us 
aud made an examination of the galleon, 
it was known—which Imyself had not till 
that moment suspected—that we had in her 
bullion aud pieces ol eight to the value of 
£2&3,000, besides a costly cargo of tobacco 
and other products of the West Indies. 


JUMPING FROM A BALLOON. 


Bliss Hasai Kcj-fis Tells How It Feels io 


Kect tlio Earth. 


Mrs. Komig is>a pleasant, bright eyed, 


capable looking little personage o£ modest 
demeanor and methods of conversation. 


She has bceu engaged iu ballooning for 


a number of years. Professionally she- is 
known as Miss Hazel Keyes, ballooni&t 
and parachute jumper. 


She was a trained nurse by profession 


and engaged in aeronautics because her 
husband's health failed him, and she found 
it necessary to do something inoro lucra- 
tive than nursing, and as he was a profes- 
sional aeronaut, and .she had gathered 
quite au interest and knowledge of the 
business from him, bhe determined to en- 
ter his field and win in a rapid way the 
income that was necessary for the sehoolr 
ing of her three children, the maintenance 
of the family generally and the added ex- 
pense of Ms illness. Sha says, she has suc- 
ceeded amply in her undertaking, and 
though Mr. Houiig's health is greatly im- 
proved she has no special desire to relin- 
quibh the business. 


Asked to explain as clearly as possible 


tho sensations peculiar to tho ascent and 
descent of a person to and from the ex- 
traordinary altitudes to which thetravels, 
Mrs Kmnig baiil: 


"The .sensations are diametrically oppo- 


site to the guivral idea that prevails among 
people who never made such attnipts. In- 
stead of feeling yourself lifted bodily and 
swiftly up into space, you have a realistic 
sense of staying just exactly where you 
wero and ol the earth idling away agd 
downward from you. This feeling contin- 
ues just so long as your balloon continues 
to ris«j. When it comes to a standstill, 
you realize for the first timf that yon have 
moved upward, and of course the wonder- 
ful panorama spread out below you gh es 
you instant advice of theimuieuse altitude 
you have attained. 


"Tho descent from such a tiemendous 


height by the parachute 13 another thiug, 
though it, too, involves something of tho 
same sensation, reversed. You fceeui to see 
the earth ascending to meet yon, but your 
progress downward ia so gentle and so 
much more deliberate that you cannot but 
know you are going down. This fact is 
forcibly impressed upon your niiud when 
you cut loose from the balloon. 


"The descent, then, until the parachute 


fills is as sheer and sudden and direct as 
any unpremeditated fall you over experi- 
enced, ranging in depth, according to the 
volume of wind, from 25 to 100 feet, and 
this is tho most unpleasant part of my 
business. The same precaution of holding 
the breath is as imperatively necessary in 
this first fall as it is when you are sub- 
merged in the water, and in default o! 
such precaution yon are equally liable to 
strangulation and death as in the water.' 


Ill response to a question as to the long- 


est jump she had made in her career as an 
aeronaut, Mrs. Eomig Eaicl that in 1S90 
at Baker's beach, just inside tho Golden 
Gate, at San iVancisco, she made a per- 
fectly successful jump from an altitude 
determined by mathematical instruments 
to be just a fraction ovtr Zy« miles. She 
alighted in the bay, but being felly pro- 
tected with a life preserver—which she al 
ways dous when exhibiting near rivers 
lakes or other large bodies of water—sh 
was, all right wheu picked np by the boat- 
man who went instantly to her relief.

In Texas mirages can be witnessed in as 


wonderful forms as are ever produced iu 
any part of the world. In that portion of 
tho stato marked upon the maps of tho 
olden time as a desert, where no plant 
could grow or breathing thing live, but 
which is now cut up into immense wheat 
or grazing fields, I have experienced the 
most lifelike optical delusions of which the 
mind can conceive.

At first I thought that I was dreaming, 


and not until I bad touched tbo great bid. 
aud watched it filowly rising and falling 
beside iiiu on tbe moonlit water did I rec- 
ollect and rightly understand whnt hnd 
happened. Evuu then itwaa EOIUQ time- be- 
fore, do ivhat I would, I could climb on 


later was killed, lieutenant of tbo liuby, 
at tbo gallant capture of the French f rig- 
El o La Prudent u off Gonaive.

IS wns on the 21st of tho month that wa 


weighed anchor and dropped down tho riv- 
er witb the tideaud with a pleasant breeze 
from tho northeast. Tbero beiug then a 
convoy coming down channel and bound 
for Jamaica, I lay to all the 22d and 23d 
to the southward of St. Jlfiry's, and early 
on the morning of the 34th "i Bigbtcd the 
king's frigate Rainbow, which, witb tbe 
Gosport and Biddeford, had under her 
charge not fewer than OOsail of merchant- 
men. To iny chagrin, thu cnptain of the 
Rainboiv, a young buck who, I make no 
doubt, waa more at homo in. St. James 
park than on bis own quarter deck, aud 
who was scented liko n French dniicing 
master, pressed nino of my bast men. Yet, 
there being then many Spanish frigates 
and ships of the liuu off our coast, I could 
not disdain tbo company of the king's 
ships and was forced to bear with it, oven 
though it cost me BO dear. 


Witb them I sailed until Fob. 9, -when, 


being ns nearly aa I could reckon iu louffi- 
tudo 40 degrees west and latitude 2T de- 
grees 30 minutes south—for, by cause uf 
tho foul weather, wo bad Liken 110 obser- 
vation for two days—n storm scattered tbe 
fleet, and we, witb only three of the mer- 
chantmen EtUl in Kight, Vr-ere driven by Uie 
force of the gale to the southward. 


The storm abuted somewhat on thellth, 


and wo were enabled to bear up again for 
Jamaica, but my nieu, having uovr uo fear 
of the king's ships, put on from tbat iu- 
fitant n mutinous disposition and soon be- 
gun to carry themselves so outrageously 
toward me that I perceived (hey were 
minded to stick at iiothing in order to 
selzo the -Misery for their own ends. 


Being plainly assured of this aa well by 


my own sight nud hearing as by Iho re- 
potts of my faithful 
seifant, Hichard 


White, a blackamoor whom 1 had brought, 
nino years before put of Guinea, I took 
counsel with my son and Warren liodgcs 
to prepare for the worst. I mused tha arm 
chest to'bo removed into 1 lie prent cabin, 
tbe door of which I fortified from withiu. 


board.

I ordered the. brass B

deck to he kept loaded with a keg oE bul- 
lets, RO that 1 might be ablo to sweep nil 
tbe deck forward, uud I mada Hiclmrd 
White sleep every night under (hoyun, 
with n dark lantern beside him aud i 
match iu hia band. 


Bill these end the other provisions tbat 


I took wcro of no avail against thu treach- 
ery of tho crew, and to add to my uneasi- 
ness I had the mortification of finding tb:it 
weloaLKi^ht one by one of the three re- 
maining merchantmen, and thut by tho 
middle of thcmouth wo had but ourselves 
for company. 


Ouo morning, hearing n noise upon the 


forecastle, j. ran up on deck. 
Warren 


Hodges, who lind tho iuornh:$j watch, was 
nob to be seen, but I could bear bin voice 
raised in auger and the voices of some of ihu 
crew threatening him, with oaths, lisluru- 
irig to the cabin for a pistol and a hunger, 
I went forward and found that tup. muti- 
neers bad seized both Warren Hodges and 
the blocknmoor and had already bound 
them and thrown! hem into tho chains, 
whem they lay crying lustily for help. 
I whipped out my hunger to cut tbe 


ropes with which they were bound, Avbi-re- 
at a great man named Morton, the ring- 
leader, ns I now knew him lo be of tlio 
mutiny, stepped out from among the men 
and declared that if I dared to inrcrfore I 
should pay the penalty with my life; that 
be and his friends bad determined toscizo 
thu ship nud to cruise with her on their 
own account against tho Spaniards, :uid 
tbat I might cither slay whi-ro I wan and 
servo under him or take Ibo consequences. 


Angered at tho feiloiv^insolcun?, I rais- 


ed my pistol with the intention of shoot- 
ing him us besrood, but the powder Hash- 
ed in tlio pan, and in an instant J \\-jia 
Rcized from behind, flung upon (lie deck 
and bound 119 fit-nurcly aH Wurrc-n Hod^t-a 
aud the blneltamoor. iUy first, thought v.-as 
for thu safety of my drnr son.

seemed to bo deserted. Showasabig, high 
pooped crafb, such as the Spaniards lenu 
a galleon, nud chielly used for their rich 
traffic with thn Indies, and although her 
meats wcro all standing and some of her 
sail was set there was nob a man to be seen. 


I walked forward, making n. great noise 


with iny feet, for I could not cry ant. 
Then 1 walked aft, noticing tho fino guns 
of brass and the new cordage, until I put 
my band on the handle of the door of tho 
great cabin and opened it. 
Then, from 


weakness, I sank down on tha threshold. 
Thero was no light within and 110 sound. 
Even there I could hear tho lap of the wa- 
ter against tha ship's side. Ttwn.sas if the 
wholo galleon was asleep, save that T could 
distinguish no breathing and no motion 
of slumbering' men. I bad avmli down 
against n locker, and stretching forth my 
band found that it was open. 
Within, to 


my great joy, was a bag of bread, which, 
with some small fitiakt* of wine, I mado no 
scruple of taking, nnd as soon as I was 
again u little recovered I returned, oven 
before I had ministered to my own crav- 
ing, to my non, who still lay without lifo 
in the boat alongside. Ho was so far gone 
that at first I could do up more than 
moisten bis tongueand lips with tho wine', 
but in a short space be revived aud was 
ablo with my help to get ou board. 


liy tliis time our voices wcro restored to 


UE, and no sooner wuro wo on deck than 
we knelt down to thank God for Ihe deliv- 
erance- ho had vouchsafed to us. 
Then, 


caring littlo whether we had fall™ into the 
bands oC friends or of focK, we dragged 
ourselves under tho shelter of one of the 
quarter deck guns and thero fell asleep 
from sheer weariness. 


The sun was hiirb. when I again awoke, 


but Ihe decks were ps In-fore. No ono was 
at the helm, the sails flapped in the light 
air against the masts, and the ship drifted 
whilher sho would. I was still very weak, 
but Konio bread and a draft of wino 
strengthened me, and then I act about ex- 
ploring tho greub vessel. Leaving my son 
Humphrey, who yet slept, I went to tho 
door of the cnbiii iu which I brul foncd 
the provisions. 
It was open as I had left j 


fianotoi ol pi cutset 
, 


my eon agreed, and'ru-^t day, nftcr having 
passed tbo uocond night on'deck for fear 
of tho-ovll emaualiouM from tho dtad, wo 
aofctowork to rid fcho ship of; tho bodies 
and to clcauso Iho cabins und lower deck. 


That day I WIIH ablo to toko au observa- 


tion and to determine] thai wo wcro then 
In longitude Dl dogrcos'Q \\cab and latitude 
40 degrees 3 north—that la to flay, in tho 
tall coiiiuo of that current which is called 
tho great gulf stream, und which, running 
round tho point of Fiorina, crosses tho 
western ocean toward Ireland and tho 
Shethmds. That day alsovflndiug thatiny 
anu'BBtoinucb \rns too weak for thu work 
of tho cabin, I set the lad at tho holm aud 
so kept tho ship before tho wind, which 
blew from tho southwest, yet HO gently 09 
.scarcely to rufflo tho bosom of. tbo nen. 


By degrees I coranUletUlie bodies to tho 


deep, and wheulhe ship was, as I thought, 
clear I burned tobacco, herbs and llowers 
of sulphur In ull close places anu kept tho 
portholes open to purify tho foul air. Yot 
Htlll for Boino days I found yet other bod- 
ies in divers holes and corners, whither, I 
suppose, tho poor wretches had crept to dio 
of tho plague which, had seized upou tho 
vessel. 


Tho last that I found was in tbo lower 


hold among tbo bilge, but how it gob thero 
I never knew, nor could I gnaw, unless 
perchance tho man iu tho maduesa of hia 
fever hod wondered hither unwittingly 
and had been unable to return. In ull thoro 
were three nnd fifty dead in the ship when 
wo boarded her. 
When, as1 I afterward 


learned, BUB loft the Havana, sbo had 311 
souls in her, of whom 214 hud died nud 
had hcun burled in the sen. \Vhenmpon 35 
of tho rest had fled in tho boats, leaving 
the residue to their ftitc. 
Thoso who ro- 


maincd were nil BO sick and eo weakly that 
they could bury but 11 of their number as 
they died. 
The o I hers staid.where (boy 


were until the ship was aa we found it. 
Aa.for those who fled, they were never 
again heard of, and I doubt not they per- 
ished cither of the sickness or of hiingcr 
and privation. 


The ship carried when wo found her 


only her foresLayHail, inizzen and fore and 
main topsails, and I dared not hoist more, 
knowing not what might befall us If the 
i 


fine weather should fail, 
Wo did not, 


therefore, make much progress, and it was 
seven weeks ere we were ia the longitude 
of Capo Clear. 
During all that time the 


weather held, and although tho wind 
Bhlfted many times it never blew hard, a 
thing which in these latitudes and in tho 
early part of the year ecemed to mo so 
marvelous that I could not but look upon 
It QS the work of Providence, for had a 
gale spiting up we could have done noth- 
ing to pave the ship. 3Iy sou Humphrey 
and I never were together in the cabin or 
below. We kept watch in turn, wo uto 
our food nlone, and wo made shift to do 
with ao little sleep that I havo often since 
wondered that men so iveiik did not sink 
nndertho load of deprivation and anxiety. 


Off tbo Old Head of Kiup.ile we sighted 


a umack, tho master of which ran along- 
side, after we had put out our colors, and 
asked for the news. Persuading him to 
coruo on board, I learned tbat he belonged 
to Cafitletown, a fishing village in the bay 
of Banlry, in the kingdom of Ireland, aud 
being taken by the honesty of his counte- 
nance I concluded with hjrn and his men 
to Bhip with mo as far ai Plymouth, 
whither I had made up my mind to lake 
the galleon, for I would not trust myself 
in the channel au wo were, seeing that even 
if I had not chanced upon bad weather I 
should IJQVO been afc the mercy of the first 
king's cruiser that might choose to lnkn 
mo in tow, upon tho plea that I could not 
manago the ship, nnd I had no mind to 
ebaro my prize wit.h nil the world.

and engaged in aeronautics because her 
husband's health fuilod him, and Hho found 
it nccrasary to do something moro Inoru- 
tivo than miming, nnd aa he was a profes- 
sional aeronaut, and nho hnd gathered 
quite an interest nnd knowledge of the 
business from him, Bho determined to cu- 
ter hiM field and win iu a rapid way tha 
income that was necessary for tbo school- 
ing of her tbreo children, (ho maintenance 
of tlio funnily generally and tho added ex- 
pense of hia illness. Shu nays she has suc- 
ceeded amply in her undertaking, and 
though Mr. Homig'a health is greatly im- 
proved she has no npccinl desire to relin- 
quish tho business. 


Asked to explain as clearly as possible

HOW TO TjOOK YOUNG. 


Simple EicrcIscB by Wlilcli to Plnmp and 


iUoumt Ont the Faclnl Muscles. 


A successful professor of tho art of phys- 


ical culture, quoted by the New York Trib- 
une, says: "Hind that the humau body is 
capable of being molded into forms of beau- 
ty and strength much later than is general- 
ly supposed. The facial muscles especially, 
which aw .apt to be almost, i£ not entirely, 
neglected may be so developed that a face 
that had already dropped into tho unbe- 
coming lines of ago will assume again the 
Totmtled curves of comparative youth. 


"Plump, firm muscles are vastly differ- 


ent from fatty development, which, al- 
though it may 'fill out' a face in a way, will 
not give a good contour, and sometimes 
father adds to the appearance of age than 
otherwise, whereas the cultivation of tho 
muscles of the face and neck not only fills 
up the hollows, but causes the flesh to have 
a firm, healthy look and prevents tho re- 
laxed appearance of the lower muscles of 
the throat which is so disfiguring." 


The following exercises are recommended 


for filling out und developing the muscles 
of the face: First smile as broadly as you 
can; then place three fingers on tho 
bunched up portion of the cheek and allow 
the features suddenly to relax, raising the 
fingers at the surne time. Continue to do 
this until tired. The fingers should be 
placed high on the cheek bone, so that tha 
muscles when siiiilirig will push against 
them, thus giving the desired resistance 
which is necessary to the enlargement of 
the tissue. The second exercise is to again 
smile broadly, but this time, instead of al- 
lowing the corners of. the mouth to be 
curved upward, try to draw them out in a 
straight lino toward the center of the 
cheeks; then place the two thumbs one on 
each corner of the mouth mid work the 
corners backward and forward by relaxing 
and contracting tho mouth. 


Exercise No. 3 is with the chin. Press 


the lower lip upward, and it will be seen 
that the chin will be raised and become 
hard; crook the forefinger so as to make a 
half circle and put it over the point of tljc 
chin, pressing it against the latter as it 
rises and relaxing the pressure instuntlyas 
it assumes its normal position. In this ex- 
ercise tue teeth should bo kept closed. Most

It was not without much labor that I 
Ihad lost all hope of deliverance when

did get one i had no great cause to be I U8ht far to windward. But, as I soon 
pleased, for a more ruffianly and unruly ' knew, it was a sail. My eyes were so weak 
set I never set eyes upon. Yet I bad with 
me as master an old and tried shipmate, 
Warren Hodges, and there was also with 
ma my dear son Humphrey, who 17 years 
later was killed, lieutenant ol tbe Ruby, 
at the gallant capture ol tbe French frig- 
ate La Prudente off Gonaive. At the time 
of which I speak he was no moie than IS, 
yet he was so brave and determined a lad 
and so good a seaman that with him and 1 
Warren Hodges I thought to make shift to 
do my business and to manage my rabble 
In the forecastle. 
i 


It was on the 21st of the month that we 


weighed anchor and dropped down tha riv- 
er with the tide and witU a pleasant breeze 
from the noitheast. There being then a 
convoy coming down channel and bound 
for Jamaica, I lay tu all the 22d and 23d 
to the southward of St. Mary's, and early 
on the morning of the 24th I sighted the 
king's frigate Bainbow, which, \vitb the 
Gosport and Biddeford, had under her 
charge not fewer than 60 sail of merchant- 
men. To my chagrin, tho captain of the 
Rainbow, s, young buck who, I make no 
doubt, was more at home in St. James 
park than on his own quarter deck, and 
who was scented like a French dancing 
master, pressed nine of my best men. Yet, 
there being then many Spanish frigates 
and ships of the line off our coast, I could 
not disdain tie company of the king's 
ships and was forced to bear with it, even 
though it cost me so dear. 


With them I sailed until Feb. 9, when, 


being as nearly as I could reckon in longi- 
tude 40 degrees west and latitude 37 de- 
grees 30 minutes south*—for, by cause of 
tbe foul weather, we had taken no obser- 
vation for two days—a storm scattered the 
fleet, and we, -with only three of the mer- 
chantmen still in sight, were driven by the 
force of the gale to the southward. 


The storm abated somewhat on the llth, 


and we were enabled to bear up again for 
Jamaica, but my men, having now no fear 
of the king's ships, put on from that in- 
stant a mutinous disposition and soon be- 
gan to carry themselves so outrageously 
toward ma that I perceived they were 
minded to stick at nothing in order to 
seize the itisery for their own ends. 


Being plainly assured of this as well by 


my own sight and hearing, as by the re- 
ports of my faithful seiSant, Richard 
White, a blackamoor whom I had brought 
nine years before out of Guinea. I took 
counsel with my son and Warren Hodges 
to prepare for the worst. I caused the arm 
chest to'be removed into the great cabin, 
the door of which I fortified from -within. 
I ordered tbe brass swivel on the quarter 
deck to be kept loaded with a keg of bal- 
lets, so that I might be able to sweep all 
the deck forward, and I made Richard 
White sleep every night under the gun, 
with a dark lantern beside him and a 
match in bis hand. 


But these and the other provisions that 


I took were of no avail against tbe treach- 
ery of the crew, and to add to niy uneasi- 
ness I had the mortification of Ciidmgthat 
we lost sight one by one of the three re- 
maining merchantmen, and that by tbe 
middle of the month we had but ourselves 
for company. 


One morning, hearing a noise upon the 


forecastle, 1 ran «p on deck. Warren 
Hodges, who had the morning watch, was 
not to be seen, but I could hear hid voice 
raised in anger and the voices of some of the 
crew threatening him, with oaths. Retnrn- 
ing to the cabin for a pistol and a hanger, 
I went forward and found tbat the muti- 
neers had seized both Warren Hodges and 
the blackamoor and had already bound 
them and thrown them into tho chains, 
where they lay crying lustily for help. 


I whipped out my banger to cat the 


ropes with which they were bound, where- 
at a great man named Morton, tic ring- 
leader, as I now knew him to be of the 
mutiny, stepped out from among the men 
and declared that if I dared to interfere I 
should pay tbe penalty with my life, ihat 
he and bis friends had determined to seise 
the ship and to eruiqe with her on their 
own account against the Spaniards, and 
that I might either stay wbero I '.vas and 
servo und'er him or take tbe consequences. 


Angered at the fellow 'sinpolrare, I rafe- 


ed my pistol with the intention of slioot- I 
ing him as hestood, but tbe powder flash- 
ed in the pan, and in an instant I v,as ' 
seized from behind, flung upon the dee1;: j 
and bound as securely as Warren Iliiclgos 
and tbe blackamoor. My fir-.t thought was ' 
for the safety of BIT dear son. I now bad 
the mortification of keein^ him led, bound, 
from tbe cabin, v.liere during all this time 
be bad been a?leep, and vn'lli us he \Uii 
put tinder close guard in tbe bold.

lonft confinement an'! so weak from lack 
ofjood, for tbe villains bad gone noar to 
Starve us. that we could not but do their 
bidding, nor could wo all of u>. do that 
without help from the mutineer'., who 
nevirthele?s jeered at our sad condition 
and mockingly wished ns .1 pleasant voy 
age. 
In three hours we wei e or.t of tight 


of tfec ship in an open bo.it, w ittout either 


and so clogged with salt that for a time; 
dared not trust them. "Yet as the strang' 
ship came drifting rather than sailing 
right across onr course I could doubt no 
longer, and -with my heart almost_burst- 
ing Itrisd to tell the news to my son. Bu 
I could not, speak. I could only touch him 
end point, and he for his port, as I alter 
ward heard from him, could neither speak 
nor see. With infinite trouble I fashioned 
n IStle mast and sail from the thwarts of 
the boat and my shirt. 


This sufficed to enable ma to steer the 


boat, and in an hour, during which, thanks 
to God and fears that the strange ship 
might yet escape us struggled in my heart 
for mastery, we ran alongside aud made 
fast to "a rope which was trailing over- 
board. 


It was with much surprise tbat I found 


we wers suffered to approach without be- 
ing hailed, for I could perceive that our 
ship was a Spaniard, but even had they 
bailed us we were in no condition to reply. 
Indeed no sooner had I made-fast than I 
fell back senseless in the boat, nor did I 
know more until darkness had set in, when 
the cold wind aWoka me. 


At first I thought that I was dreaming, 


and not until I had touched the great hull 
and watched it slowly rising and falling 
beside me on the moonlit water did I rec- 
ollect and rightly understand what bad 
happened. Even then itwas some time be- 
fore, do what I would, I could climb on 
board. When at length I did so the ship 
seemed to be deserted. Shewaaabig. high 
pooped craft, such as the Spaniards term 
a galleon, and chiefly used for their rich 
traffic with the Indies, and although ber 
masts were all standing and some of her 
sail was set there was not aman to be seen. 


I walked forward, making a great noise 


with my feet, for I could not cry out. 
Then I walked aft, noticing the fine guna 
of brass and the new cordage, until I put 
my hand on the handle o£ the door of the 
great cabin and opened it. Then, from 
weakness, I sank down on the threshold. 
There was no light within and no sound. 
Even there I could hear the lap ot the wa- 
ter against the ship's side. It was as if the 
whole galleon was asleep, save that Icould 
distinguish no breathing and no morion 
of slumbering men. I bad sunk down 
against n locker, and stretching forth my 
hand found that it was open. Within, to 
my great joy, was a bag of bread, which, 
with some small flask=t of wine, I made no 
scruple of taking, and as soon as I was 
again a little recovered I returned, even 
before I had ministered to my own crav- 
ing, to my son, who still lay without life 
in the boat alongside. He was so far gone 
that at first I could do no more than 
moisten his tongue and lips with the v. ine, 
but in a short space he revived and was 
able with my help to get on board. 


Ey this time our voices were restored to 


us, and no sooner were we on deck than 
we knelt, down to tnank God for tbe deliv- 
erance he had vouchsafed to us. Then, 
caring little whether we had fallen into the 
hands ol friends or o£ foes, wo dragged 
ourselves under the shelter of one of the 
quarter deck guns and there fell asleep 
from sheer weariness. 


Tbe sun was high when I again awoke, 


but tbe decks were as before. Ko one was 
at tbe helm, the sails flapped in the light 
air against the masts, and tbe ship drifted 
whither she would. I was still very weak, 
but some bread and a draft of wine 


nanoralor piccesot eight intonls Keeping, 
my son agreed, nnd'ijext day, after having 
passed the second night ou deck for tear 
o£ the evil emanations from the dead, we 
set to v/ork to rid the ship of tho bodies 
and to cleauso the cabins and lower deck. 


Tbat day I was abla to tako an observa- 


tion and to determine that we wero then 
in longitudo 51 degrees 3 west and latitude 
io degrees a north—that is to bay, in the 
full course o! tbat current which is called 
tho great gulf stream, and which, running 
round the point of Florida, crosses the 
western ocean toward Ireland and the 
Shetlands. Tbat day alscvjjndiug that my 
sou's stomach \\ as too weak for tho work 
of tha cabin, I bet the lad at tho helm, and 
so kept the ship before the wind, which 
blew from tho southwest, yet so gently as 
scarcely to ruffle the bosom of the. sea. 


By degrees I committed the bodies to the 


deep, and when the ship was, as I thought, 
clear I burned tobacco, herbs and flowers 
of sulphur in all close places and kept the 
portholes open to purify the foul air. Yet 
still for some days I found yet other bod- 
ies in divers boles and corners, whither, 1 
suppose, the poor wretches bad crept to die 
of the plague which had seized upon the 
vessel. 


The last tbat I found was in tho lower 


hold among the bilge, but bow it got there 
I never knew, nor could I guess, unless 
perchance tho man iu the madness o£ his 
fever had wandered hither unwittingly 
and had been unable to return. In all there 
were three and fifty dead in the ship when 
wo boarded her. When, as I afterward 
learned, she left the Havana, she had 311 
souls in her, of whom 214 had died and 
had been buried in the sea. Whereupon 33 
of the rest had fled in the boats, leaving 
the residue to their fate. Thoso who re- 
mained were all so sick and so weakly that 
they could buiy but 11 of their number as 
they died. The others stnid where they 
were until the ship was as we found it. 
As for those who fled, they were nevci 
again heard of, and I doubt not they per- 
ished either of the sickness or of hunger 
and privation. 


The ship carried when we found her 


only her forestayiail, rnizzen and fore and 
main topsails, and I dared not hoist more,

Wo did not, ,„.,,-.. , , , k , i ,T™n 
therefore, make much progress, and it was 
seven weeks ere we were in the longitude 
of Cape Clear. During all that time the 
weather held, aud although the wind 
shifted many times it never blew hard, a 
thing which in these latitudes and in the 
early part of the year seemed to me so 
marvelous that I could not but look upon 
it as the work of Providence, for bad a 
gale sprung up we could have done noth- 
ing to save the ship. 3Iy son Humphrey 
and I never were together in the cabin or 
below. We kept watch in turn, we ate 
our food alone, and we made shift to do 
with so little sleep that I have often since 
wondered that men so weak did not sink 
under the load of deprivation and anxiety. 


Off the Old Head of Kinsale we sighted 


a smack, the master of which ran along- 
side, after we had put out our colors, and 
asked for the news. Persuading him to 
coine on board, I learned that he belonged! 
to Castletown, a fishing village in the bay 
of Bantry, iu the kingdom ot Ireland, aud 
being taken by the honesty of 1m counte- 
nance I concluded w ith him and bis men 
to ship with me as far as Plymouth, 
whither I had made up rny mind to take 
trie galleon, for I would not trust myself 
in the channel aswewere, seeing that even 
if I had not chanced upon bad weather I 
should lave been at the mercy ol the fiist 
king's cruiser that might choose to take 
me in tow, upon the plea that I could not 
manage the ship, and I had no mind to 
share my prise with all tbe world. 


The Irishmen, therefore, to the number 


of oix, came on board upon my engage- 
ment that upon arriving at Plymouth I 
would pay to each o£ them 100 guineas and 
to the master 200 for his pains, which en- 
gagement I most faithfully observed. And 
so, with their smack in tow, we made our 
way up channel and without further ad- 
venture dropped anchor on April 21 in 
Plymouth sound, very weary of our voy- 
age, yet happy withal in having come so 


forcibly impressed upon your mind when 
yon cut loose from the balloon.

It waa on the 21st of tlio month that we 


weighed anchor anddroppcd down tho riv- 
er with the tide nnd with ;\ pleasant breeze 
from the northeast. There being tbcn a 
convoy coming down channel and bound 
for Jamaica, I Inj- 1u all the 22d and 23d 
to the southward of St. Mary's, and curly 
oh the morning of the 24th I sighted the 
king's frigato Hainbow, which, with the 
Gosporfc and Biddeford, hud under her 
charge not fewer thun 00 sail of merchant- 
men. 
To my chagrin, tho captuiu oC tho 


Ilaiuhow, a young buck who, 1 make no 
doubt, waa more nt homo in St. James 
park than on his own quarter deck, nud 
who was scented, liko n French dancing 
master, pressed nine- of my host men. Yet, 
there being tbea many Spanish frigates 
and ships oC the lino off our coast, I could 
not disdain the company of the king's 
ships and TVOH forced to bear with it, even 
though it cost me RO dear. 


With them I sailed until Feb. 9, when, 


being as nearly ns I could reckon iu longi- 
tude 40 degrees west and latitude 27 de- 
green 30 minutes south—for, by COUES of 
thu foul weather, wo had taken no obser- 
vation for two days—a storm scattered the 
fleet, and we, with only three of the mer- 
chantmen EtUl in sight, were driven by the 
force of the gale, to tho southward. 


Tha storm abnted somewhat on thellth, 


nnd \va were enabled to bear up agaiu for 
Jamaica, but my meu, having now no fear 
of tha king's Bhips, put on from thutiu- 
staut a mutinous disposition and soon be- 
gun to carry themselves so outrageously 
toward ma that I perceived they wero 
minded to etick at nothing iu order to 
seize tho Misery for their own en tie. 


Heing plainly assured of this as well by 


my own sight nnd hearing aa by tbo re- 
ports of my faithful 
soiwniit, Jlichard 


AVhite, a blncknmoor whom I Lad brought 
uiua years before out of Guinea. I took 
counsel with my son nud Warren Hodges 
to prepare for the worst. I caused the nrm 
chestto'bo removed into tho great cabin, 
the door of -which I fortified from within. 
I ordered tha brass sw^l on tho quarter 
deck to be kept loaded with a keg of bul- 
lets, so that I might be able to B\veep nil 
the deck forward, and I mads Hit-hard 
White sleep every night under thoyun, 
with n dark lantern beside him, aud u 
match in hia hand. 


But theao end the other provisions lhat 


I toolc were of no avail nRninsbtbo treach- 
ery of the- crew, and to add to my uneasi- 
ness I htul the mortification of finding th.ifc 
wo lost sight on B by one of thu three re- 
maining mcvcbuutiuon, and that by the 
middle- of thcniouth wo had but ourselves 
for company. 


One morning, hearing a noise upon the 


forecastle, I ran up on di'ck.

Hodyes, who hnd the morning waLch, was 
not to be sceu, but I could hear his voice 
raised in auger and the voiced of .some of the 
crew threatening him, with oaths. Keluru- 
inp; to the cabin for a pistol nnd n hanger, 
I went forward nnd found that the muti- 
neers bad seized both. Warren Hodges and 
the blackamoor and had already bound 
them and thrown 1 hem into tliu chains, 
where they Ir.y crying lusiiiy for help.

own account against the Spaniards, and 
that; I might either slny whmi 1 was and 
servo under him or take the consequences.

By degrees 1 con:^ilt,toil Lhc bodies to tha 


deep, and when tbe ship was, as I thought, 
clear 1 burned tobacco, herbs nnd flowers 
of sulphur in all closu places and kept, the 
portholes open to purify Lho foul air.

still for somo days 1 found yot other bod- 
ies in divers holes and corners, whither, I 
suppose, tho poor wretches had crept to dio 
of tho plaguo which, had, seized upon tho 
vessel. 


Tho last that I found wna in tho lower 


hold among tho bilge, but. how it got thero 
I never knew, nor could I guuaa, unless 
perchanco tho man in tho madnesa of his 
fever bad wandered hither unwittingly 
and had been unable to return. In all there 
were three nnd fifty dead in the pliip ivhen 
wo boarded her. When, as I afterward 
learned, sho left the llnvnna, shs hnd 311 
souls in her, qf whom 21-1 had died and 
hnd been buried in the K'ja. Whereupon Uu 
of tho rest had fled in the boats, leaving 
the residua to their fate.

rnained wero all EO Hick und BO weakly that 
they could bury but 11 of their number as 
they died. 
The others staid where thoy 


Were until the ship was as we found it. 
As. for those who /led, they were never 
agaiu heard of, nnd I doubt not tboy per- 
ished either of the mcknesn or of hunger 
nnd privation. 


The ship carried when we found her 


only hcrforestaynail, mlzzea and fore and 
main topsails, and I darud not hoist more, , 
knowing not what might befall us If the 
Cno weather should fn.il. 


ongcr, and with my heart almostjmrst- 
Ingltried to teJl the news to myaon. But 
I could not speak. I could only touch him 
end point, and ho for his porfc, as I after- 
word her.rd from him, could neither speak 
nor see. With infinite trouble I fiishionet

the boat nnd my shirt. 


This sufficed to enable me to steer the 


boat, and iu on hour, during which, thanks 
to God nud feara tbat the strange shij 
might jet escape UH struggled in my hear 
for mastery, wu ran alougBlrlo nnd made 
fasb to "-a ropo which, was trailing over 
board. 


It was Vf ith much Riirpriso tbat I found 


wo were suffered to approach without be 
ing hailed, for I could perceivo thnfc our 
ship was a Spaniard, but even had they 
bailed us we were in no condition to reply 
Indeed no sooner bad I made fast than '. 
fell back senseless in iho boat, nor did '. 
know more until darkncsshadsctin, when 
tho cold wind nvtoko me. 


At first I thought tbat I was dreaming, 


aud not uutill had touched tlio great linl 
and watched it slowly rising nnd falling 
beside me on tbe moonlit water did I rec- 
ollect and rightly understand wlmt line 
happened. Evert then it was some- time-be- 
fore, do what I would. 1 could climb on 
board. When at length I did so the yliip 
seemed to bo deserted. Shoiraaabig, high 
pooped craft, such as tho SpnninrUy term 
a galleon, and chiefly used for their rich 
traffic v/ith vim Indies, nnd although her 
maats wero nil standing and some of her 
sail was set there wan nofcamrm to beacon. 


I walked forward, making n great noise 


with my feet, for I could not cry out. 
Then I walked nft, noticing tbo line guns 
of brass nud the new cordage, until I put 
my band on the handle of the door of tha 
groat cnbin and opened It. Then, from 
weakness, I eniik down on the threshold. 
There waa no light within and no sound. 
Kveii there I could hear the lap of the wa- 
ter against thu ship's side. Itwasns if thn 
wholo galleon was apleep, save that I could 
distinguish no bruathiug and no motion 
of slumbering men. I hod" sunk down 
against n locker, and stretching forth my 
hand found that it was open.

a^iiiu u little recovered I returned, even 
before I had ministered to my own crav- 
ing, to my sou, who .still lay without lifo 
in the boat nloDgaidc. He was so far gone 
that at first I could do no more than 
moisten his tongueaml lips with tho wine; 
but in a short space he revived nnd was 
able with my help to get on board. 


Ey this time our voices wero restored to 


UK, aud uo eooncr wero wo on deck thnn 
\ve knelt down to thank God for f ho deliv- 
erance ho bad vouchsafed to us. Thou, 
caring little whether u o hud fnlk'U in to the 
hands of friends or of foes, wo dragged 
ourselves under tho shelter oC oue of the 
quarter deck guns nud there fell asleep 
from sheer weariness. 


Tho sun was high when I again awoke, 


but Iho decks were as In-fore. No one was 
nt the helm, the sails flapped in the light 
air against themnstn, and tho ship drifted 
whither she would. I was still very weak, 
but some bread and a draft of wine 
strengthened me, and then I yet about ex- 
ploring tha great; vessel. 
Leaving my sou 


Humphrey, who yet slept, I went to tho 
door of the cabin, in vrhich I hnd found 
the provisions. It was opon ns I had left j ^hul for it, although The X. SVucr.i del 
It tho night before, and as I drew near I j Cnrmen provided mo vvilli money enough

HOW MOUNT BLANC OBSERVA- 


TORY WAS CONSTRUCTED. 


A History of the Structure—Tho Thinkers 


Ittain—Accommodations — Something 
About JBalioous—Jllt-roncs. 


The highest scientific observatory in the 


vvoild has recently.:bsea completed'Ofi the 
summit of Mout^Blaiic, ia Switzerland, 15,- 
TbO feet above the s-e*. Although ^or sev- 
eral 3 ears theie wiu» a meteorological sta- 
tion occupied on tk,e summit of Pike's pe<tk, 
Colo., (it an only sligntly lower level, yet 
thu meteorological conditions of the two 
countries are so different that, while the 
latter peak IB accesbible for nearly the en- 
tire year by a mountain railroad, the sum- 
mit and tides of Mont JBlune are so covered 
ttith snow aud ice and -o subject to violent 
storms that it is aln.iy»u.mHt£cr of difficul- 
ty anil frequently of danjjer to reach the 
top at all. 


The observatory is a vrooden building 


heavily framed, and the difficulties over- 
come in carrying the timbersandotheruia- 
terial over the steep and dangerous trail to 
the summit and erecimg them in. the inter-

silky fnbricsof llama hair andnngoingoats. 
Besides all these we have fabrics made of 
woven down from eider ducks aud swans' 
breasts. 


^Ye see silks from all sorts of lands, each 


bearing some distinguishing mark 
There 


are silks from India, from Italy, Turkey, 
Greece, Arabia, France, England, China aud 
Japan, with possibly a few other countries 
not mentioned. 
\Vo have cottons fiom 


France and England, ginghams from Scot- 
land, and also from that laud of. cukes and 
porridge the unapproachable cheviots and 
heather mixtures. 
Verily no one but a 


Scotchman could have woven such a fabric 
with all the purplish bloom mingled with 
the dust and dry twigs, the blue of the sky 
and the green of the almost hidden foliage. 
The "heather mixture" will always bo a 
fabric that will belong to that one country, 
not to be Imitated elsewhere. 


There are also Irish goods iu tho windows 


—frieze for storm coats, linens fine beyond 
compare and Irish poplins. These last arc 
richer than any all silk goods handsomer 
than bengaline aud only surpassed by the 
best Lyons velvet. These poplins have 
never been made outside of Ireland, and 
they always remain in style, like the Irish 
point laces and their linens. These poplins 
are to be made plain, with the exception of 
K little velvet as a finish, and point lace 
where it can be obtained. 


There are grass linens this season from 


South America, from the Azores aud from 
Panama and Mexico. There are Kinghams 
from Madras and shawl patterns in the 
piece for trimmings from Persia, and there 
are queer embroideries from Dalraatia and 
Bulgaria. These are tobesewed onthoiiew 
hopsacking cloths. These new hopfcackmgs 
some in a check no larger than the one flat 
thread. There will be one gray thread and 
one blue, lengthwise, and the same arrange- 
ment across the cloth, and this forms what 
would be called pinhead checks in any oth- 
er material, but in this, each thread being 
•wide and flat, forms one check, while the 
otters take five or six threads for each 
square. These hopsackings are in green and 
drab, red aud gray, blue and gold or gray, 
and so on through all the season's colors. 
They are very handsome goods. Some are 
as heretofore, all in one solid color, in neu- 
tral tints, and get their distinction from 
the way they are trimmed. 


The very handsomest of these I have seen 


made up so far was one in hemp color, with 
a plain five gored skirt. Around the bot- 
tom v?as a festooned flounce of hempen 
guipure headed by a silken rope of hemp, 
with a cherry twist. There was a looped 
belt made of this cord, with two short ends, 
with tassels of the same.

which we may infer that womeu love 
"wrongdoing.

Wright argues that by tho time women 
land inthepenitentiarythey are so steeped 
to sin as to be Quite past redemption here, 
and I got the impression he had not much 
hope oJ them hereafter. 


But let us see about the iniquity of wo- 


men 
In the first place, there are more 


women than men in the world. Therefore 
If women are more immoral than men 
ought they not to commie at least an eqttal 
number of crimes? 


But they have not equal opportunity. 


They are not in the world as men are, 
therefore are not so beset by temptations, 
is the reply. But we may deny this, since 
there are now over 500 occupations for 
women and all crowded until there is 
scarcely any room, even at the top, where- 
as in 1S50 there were but 40 employments 
in which women earned a living. 


They are now by the hundreds working 


shoulder to shoulder with men in all the 
professions and a majority of the trades. 
And are they not subjected to tbe same 
temptations? It is now quite tbe exception 
to find a man on the cashier's stool in 
stores and restaurants, etc., and conld 
there be a better card to woman's honesty? 
And yet it has been said women are only 
given this place and like places of respon- 
sibility because they can be hired for less 
money. So more the temptation to steal 
then. If women, are so prone to go to snob 
lengths to gratify their love for dress, as 
has been asserted, would they not, "unless 
morally better, be more likely to steal than 
men who ore paid a living salary and have 
less provocation? 


But who ever heard of a woman running 


away with funds Yncrasted to her? There 
is no such curiosity on exhibition in the 
human menagerie at the Western peniten- 
tiary at least, though, to tell the truth, 
there is a greater one—that of a horse 
thief I The mention of this freak feminine 
suggests one more "manly pursuit" as free 
to women. as_ to men. Why do not more 
women steal horses? They admire them, 
and surely a stolen horse isworth'as much 
owned or sold to a woman who would steal 
as to a man?

well as Jim? Yet how seldom we hear of 
•women forging I 


Prison reports the country over for 


1891-S show an alarming increase in the 
population of such institutions, but such 
statistics do not show a proportionate in- 
crease in crime among women.

The Tomb of Confucius. 


The city of Ghufu-hsien, the Mecca of 


the believers in Confucianism, is in the 
province of Shangtung, one of the most 
populous districts of the orient. Hero Con- 
fucius was'born, and here his sacied bones 
lie buried. The tomb, which is located in 
one of the largest cemeteries in the piov- 
ince, about three miles out from the city 
above mentioned, is one o£ the most impos- 
ing in the whole empire. 


The grave itself is surmounted by an 


earth mound about 12 feet in height, the 
whole surrounded hy a cluster of gnarled 
oaks and stately cypress trees. Before the 
mound is a tablet about 6 feet broad and 
20 feet high, upon which is inscribed the 
names and deeds of the great founder of 
Confucianism, a religion adhered to by 
over 400,000,000 human beings. The bur- 
den o£ this inscription, according to relia- 
ble translation, is "Perfect One,"' "Abso- 
lutely Pure." "Perfect 
Sage," "Erst 


Teacher," "Great Philosopher." etc. 


The avenue which leads up to the phi- 


losopher's tomb ia even more interesting 
than the actual place of burial itself. On 
each side of the avenue are rows of figures 
of huge animals cut in stone—lions, tigers, 
elephants and horses, besides nTrmerous 
mythical creatures, such as animals half 
dog and half frog, beasts with four legs 
and twice as many wings, besides a mul- 
titude of unnamable monsters that never 
lived on the earth, in the water or in the 
air. Taken altogether, the burial place 
of Confucius is one of the chief spots of in- 
terest in the orient.'—St. Louis Republic.

Fish. 


Firmness of the flesh and clearness of 


the eyes are the great criteria of any fish 
being fresh and good. In mackerel such 
rests are most important, as also in fresh 
herrings and in freshwater fish. Thaflavor 
and excellence of salmon, too, depend 
upon its firmness, and it should be tested 
in the same way. Cod is known to be 
fresh by the rigidity of she muscles or 
fie>ii, the redness of the gills and clearness 
of the eyes. Turbot and all flat white fish, 
besides being rigid and firm when fresh, 
will have the under side of a rich cream 
color. If out of season or too long kept, 
this becomes a bluisfi white and tbs fiesh 
soft and flaccid. Lobsters, crabs and Cray 
fish recently caught always retain some re- 
mains of muscular action in tho claws, 
which may be excited by pre <sRng the eyes 
with the fingers. When boiled, the tail of 
the lobster preserves its elasticity if fresh, 
but loses it as soon as it becomes stale. 
The heaviest lobsters are the best. When 
light, they are watery and poor. Prawns 
and shrimps, when fresh, are firm and 
crisp. If oysters are fresh, the sheila are 
firmly closed. When the shells are open, 
the fish are dead and unfit for food. A 
peculiar elasticity will bo perceived in fish 
recently caught, little or no permanent 
impression being made by tbe ordinary 
pressure of thu fingers, tbe flesh immedi- 
ately rising again. Fresh fish also lie in n 
slightly curved position and never quite 
straight.—Brooklyn Eagle.

worldly point of view? Tho Spartans 
taught their youth tho BJU waa nofc'm 
Stealing, Jmt in being found out, you 
know." Aud the wurdeu agreed thab tho 
Spartans were not all dead yet, or at least 
that their teachings had lived after them, 
hut would concede nothing to women on 
the ground of morality.

both wisely and well I suppose -when ono 
such custodian insists that women of a 
low grade ara worse than men of the same 
grado wo should accept his judgment 
Without question. But what I want loiind 
ont ia why there aro not as many women 
as men of this same grade?

Firmness of the flesh nud clearness ot 


the eyea nro tho great criteria of any flsh 
being fresh nnd good. In mackerel such 
tests aro inosb important;, as nlso iu fresh 
Lcrriugs and in freshwater fish. Thoflavoi 
nud excellence of salmon, too, depend 
upon its firmness, and it ehould bo tested 
iu tho same way. 
Cod IB known to bo 


fresh by tho rigidity of tha mueclcs or 
flc.'*ii, tho redness of tho gills and clearness 
of the eyes. Turbotandall flatwhltofieh 
besides being rigid, aud firm wheu fresh, 
will have the under aide of a rlth croan 
color. If out oC Eeason or too long kept 
this becomes a bluish whlto and tbo flesh 
soft and flaccid. Lobsters, crabs uud crny 
fish receutlycaught always retain Bomerc 
mains of muscular action in tho claws, 
which may bo excited by preffng tho eyes 
with tho,lingers. When boiled, the tail of 
tho lobster preserves its elasticity If fresh, 
but loses ib OH soon as it becomes stale. 
Tho heaviest lobsters are tho beat. When 
light, they ara watery and poor. Prawn H 
and shrimps, wheu fresh, nro firm and 
crisp. If oysters are Jreeh, the ehelle nro 
Irmly closed. When tho ehclla nru open, 
•lie llsh nre dead and unfit for food.

p elasticity will bo perceived Iu flsh 


recently caught, little or no permanent 
impression being made by tho ordinary 
"ircssuro of thu fingers, tho flrsh immedi- 
ately rising agaiu. Fresh fish also lie in n 
Blight ly curved position and never quite 
straight.—Brooklyn Eugle.
